One point the author, in his conclu- 
sion, brings out with dramatic force. 
In 1836 Ireland had but ono railway—tie 
six miles from Dublin to Kingstown. 
Many conflicting and overlapping projects 
followed, and sought parliamentary 
sanction and varying measures of financial 
support from the State. A Royal Com- 
mission was. appointed to examine : the 
whole situation. The Commission was 
dominated by Mr. Thomas Drummond, 
who convinced the Irish Executive that 
the competing schemes ought to be merged 
into two unified groups which, under some 
kind of State supervision, would provide 
a railway system radiating from Dublin 
northwards, and another extending from 
Dublin throughout the South and West. 
The scheme, which involved a State 
advance of £2,500,000, was defeated in 
Parliament. Many similar proposals were 
made only to be rejected during the follow- 
ing eighty years. Then came the Irish 
Free State and compulsory amalgamation 
under the Railways Act of 1924, upon 
which Mr. Conroy comments :— 

Thus, after a lapse of ninety years, a 
return has been made to the policy of Drum- 
mond—who recommended . that all the 
southern lines should be built by one company 
and all the northern lines by another. 

Dealing with present-day conditions, the 
author tabulates the mileages of track now 
operated by the Great Southern Railways 
Company and those which—hbeing wholly 
or partially in Northern Ireland—remain 
outside the operation of the Railways’ Act 
of 1924. From his tables the following 
figures are extracted :—The total length of 
all Irish railways (including narrow gauge 
lines) is 2,894 miles, of which 2,053 miles 
are owned by the G.S.R. Company, the 
remainder consisting of 355 miles of track 
in Northern pe fe | and 486 miles which 
lie in the Free State, but are exempted 
from the 1925 amalgamation scheme because 
the owning companies operate on both 
sides of the boundary. Omitting the Great 
Northern Railway (which has 332 miles of 
track in Northern Ireland and 230 miles in 
the Free State, with its head office in 
Dublin), the other lines which cross the 
boundary present the strange paradox of 
having their head offices in Northern Ire- 
land, and virtually the whole of their 
tracks_in the Free State. This paradox 
reaéhes its maximum in County Donegal. 
where the railways concerned" have 
altogether five miles of their track in 
Northern Ireland and 204 miles in the 
Free State.

When Mr. Conroy turns from history 
and statistics to constructive suggestions 
his work will not escape criticism. 
For some strange reason the twenty odd 
pages which he devotes to proposals for 
transport co-ordination centain no sug- 
gestion as to how the problem of trans- 
boundary traffic co-ordination might be 
effected. He leaves the Donegal lines, as 
they are, in the air; and the Great 
Northern Railway to find its way across 
the boundary six times in seven miles. In 
fact, he assumes the permanency of the 
present severance of transport control 
between the Free State and Northern 
Ireland. 

Further, while paying homage to the 
value of road transport, and holding 
that Irish railways have done little to 
adapt themselves to its uprise, the author 
regards the motor omnibus and the motor 
lorry as .instruments which must be 
brought, in the name of ‘‘ co-ordination,’’ 
under some kind of effective railway 
control. He suggests that in “this age 
of trusts and combines all competition in 
the transport world should be eliminated.’’ 

In one other respect Mr. Conroy’s book 
constitutes an extremely hopeful departure. 
It was originally presented as a ‘‘ disser- 
tation” for the Degree of Master of Arts 
in University College, Dublin. If, as 
appears to be probable, the volume is the 
first of a series of such dissertations, we 
can confidently anticipate a succession of 
publications. which will not only prove 
creditable ‘to the National University, but 
‘of noteworthy value to all those who find 
it ‘necessaty to ‘obtain full and reliable 
data upon various aspects ‘of the general

Various ‘old statutes, going as far back 
as the Carriers Act of 1830, had given rise 
to a mass of legal*decisions $ some of them 
had been directly or indirectly repealed or 
had become obsolete and new statutory 
provisions which had not been made the 
subject of judicial decisions caused con- 
siderable doubt as to the precise effect of 
the various changes upon the legal position 
of both. railway companies and the users of 
railways. The present writers are to be 
congratulated on having to a Jarge extent 
elucidated these difficulties, They point 
out.that the enormous amount of matter 
to be dealt with would have made their 
volume unwieldy if they had published all 
the relevant statutes in full, and, indeed, 
in the circumstances, no useful purpose 
would have heen served by this course. 

Accordingly: they have eliminated from 
the older statutes all repealed and obsolete 
sections and have printed in ful] every 
section which now will be required by 
practitioners in this branch of the law. 
Such Acts have been printed in full as the 
Railway and Canal Traffic Act, 1888; the 
Railways Accounts and Returns Act, 1911; 
ani the Ministry of Transport Act, 1919, 
on account of their bearing on the 
jurisdiction of the Railway and Canal 
Commission and powers of the Minister 
of Transport. An important feature ís 
the inclusion of the new Classification of 
Merchandise which is printed in a con- 
densed form in, which all materia] reguia- 
tions are given and the distribution of 
traffics among the various sections and 
classes is fully illustrated.

PHILOSOPHER. _

"ENFRAL SMUTS'S remarkable book, 
“ Holism .and Evolution,” appeared 

in the winter of 1926-27, and about the 
same time there appeared .“ The Four 
Mysteries of the Faith,” an exposition of 
Roman Catholic, teaching, b nsignor 
Kolbe, of the Univer- 
sity of Cape Town. 
In our review of the 
latter work we drew 
attention to a passage 
which was strongly 
suggestive of General 
Smuts's line. of 
thought. Although 
one mind was con- 
cerned with purely 
philosophical matters 
and explicitly ruled 
out theological: con- 
siderations, while the 
other mind was solely 
concerned with 
theology, there was an unmistakable 
common strain of ideas. fe 

The philosopher set forth the notion that 
evolution is creative, and that it achieves 
its new products by combinations of exist- 
ing things which, being . combined, 
amount to something new, and greater, 
than the sum of the parts. This tendency 
of evolution to produce new ‘‘ wholes ’’. he 
termed “ holism.’’ The theologian, after 
dealing with various religious themes, put 
forward the argument that the Church, 
as a new entity transcending in nature 
the individuals who compose. it, is the 
summit of evolutionary - progress. 

Monsignor Kolbe has written an 
examination of General Smuts’s book, “in 
which he explains, perhaps, the similarity 
of thought in two South Africans.: 


“Many years ago,” he says, “when T ‘was 
examining in Philosophy, 'a. very thoughtful set 
of papers was sent in by a stndent of Stellenbosch. 
If we could only. foresee—‘if we could look into 
the seeds of time and. say which grain will grow 
and which will not’—I should have read cere

papers with far greater interest than I did. 
the name of the student-was Jan Smuts. 


He goes on to applaud, almost .without 
reserve, General Smuts’s philosophic 
work; but he contends that “‘ holism ”’ is 
simply a brilliant modern re-statement of 
the doctrines of the great Scholastics. He 
considers it the first large modern revolt 
against Descartes. He quotes a sentence 
from St. Thomas Aquinas which, he 
declares, sums up the whole new doctrine: 
Forma substantialis totiis non super- 
additur partthus, sed--est-totwn ~com- 
plectens materiam ef formam cum 
precisione aliorufi’ What General Smuts 
terms ‘‘ wholes’’, are precisely, he says, 
what the Scholastics called *‘ substantial 
forms.’’ 

His principal difference from General 
Smuts lies in his contention that the 
theory of evolution cannot be expounded 
aright without reference to a first cause. 
While again, General Smuts discerns 
‘‘jumps”’ in nature, at present inex- 
plicable by science, between the inanimate 
and animate, and between the merely 
animate and the sensitive, Monsignor 
Kolbe declares that the one “jump ” that 
never can be explained without the 
assumption of Divine intervention, is-that 
of which the “ holist ” says nothing, viz.— 
that between sense and ‘intellect. “ The 
psychological difference between the pak 
and the dog is small compared to that 
between the dog and the man.” 

General Smuts contributes, a foreword 
to the little, but highly suggestive, volume, 
and says:

ANY novels have. appeared since the 
war with the passing of the old 
families and great houses of ‘England as 
their theme. Mr. Hugh. -Walpdle’s new 
book is in the nature oí a. challenge to the 
pessimism that marks these. works. . He* 
grapples with the social problem of 
Ane se England and wins his .way— 
persuading us, his readers—to a hopetul 
issue. The old families, as he depicts 
them, are battling, splendidly against the 
spirit of the age and its economic stress ;

This theme ‘Mr. Walpole works . out, 
with the lives of two girls as his warp and 
woof: the one girl cleaving to the con- 
servative ways and thé other pursuing the 
new individualism.

Mr, Justice Hanna said_ that thought 
that Mr...Comyn- had submitted that a judge 
had no right to admonish a jury. 

Mr. Comyn—That is, on the merits. 

Mr.. Justice Hanna—I only want. to try to 
get as complete an answer as I can to the 
question, If a judge has power to fine a 
juryman £10 for misconduct in not acting as 
a juryman ‘should, why should he not have 
power to say, “I think you are disregarding 
your oath ’’? | 

Mr, Comyn replied that it depended on the 
nature of the misconduct. When a juryman 
was sworn to deliver a verdict according to 
his oath on a question of fact, it was not the 
duty of the judge or anyone else to enter into 
his mind. When a juryman was considering 
his verdict he was acting as part of the 
Court, and when he returned his verdiet he 
was acting as part of the Court, and it was 
impossible for any person, except the persons 
who were in the box with him, to say that a 
juryman had disregarded his oath. That was, 
on the merits. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the merits 
would raise the question whether thé judge 
had power or not. 

ONTEMPT OF COURT OUTSIDE. 

Quoting a case to show that when there is 
a charge for a crime there cannot be punish- 
ment without a trial, counsel added that he 
thought that there was no jurisdiction in a 
judge to try, and convict, and sentence for a 
contempt of Court outside of Court. Where 
the matter was an issue to be tried, the trial 
must be by jury. There was a curious Irish 
case which seemed to run counter to the 
current of English authorities, where a mAn 
was convicted for contempt by the judge, and 
the conviction was quashed on a writ of error 
because he did not get a jury, 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Can you put in a few 
lines what the law was when the Constitution 
was passed? 

_Mr. Comyn—I would say that in the earlie 

times‘the law was clear that where an alleged 
contempt of Court was disputed the defendant 
was entitled to-a jury. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Whether it was in the 
face of the Court or not? 

Mr. Comyn—When it was not in the face of 
the Court. Where the contempt was in the 
face_of the Court. the old authorities are 
divided. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—In the course of your 
argument you have cited the phrase ‘ con- 
structive contempt.’’ If you claim judicial 
authority for it, I only want to know what 
the judicial anthority is, 

Mr. Comyn—I used the phrase ‘‘con- 
structive contempt of Court” to mean 
contempt that is alleged to have taken place 
outside of the Court. The phrase is not of 
my coining; I got it out of a judgment. 

Counsel, in conclusion, asked the Court to 
give his contention due consideration, adding 
that it was unnecessary to go further into the 
merits of the case, 


REPLY FOR ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

Mr. Bewley, K.C., who, with Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. T. A, Finlay (instructed by 
the Chief State Solicitor) appeared for the 
Attorney-General, said that it was quite un- 
necessary for him to gue out to their lord- 
ships that the right of every Court to protect 
itself and its deliberations had belonged to 
such Courts from the very earliest times. 
If it was suggested that such a right had 
been taken away by anything in the Con- 
stitution, it must be taken away very 
definitely and in clear sp For all 
practical purposes it would impossible for 
the Courts of, this country to carry on their 
proceedings, unless they had the inherent 
right which ony country rat to pro- 
tect themselves from attacks, such as the 
scandalous one made by Mr, O’Kelly in this 
case, | 

Counsel submitted that by the provisions of 
Article 64 of the Constitution, under which 
the Courts were set up, their lordships’ Court 
had full jurisdiction to determine all ques- 
tions of law and of fact, not only civil, but 
‘criminal; and that the Judge of the Central 
Criminal Court was not appointed separately 
as a judge of such Court, but was appointed 
a judge of the High Court and had assigned 
to him from time to time by the President of 
the High Court the duty of sitting for a 
particular work, and was doing the work 
that was allotted to him by the High Court 
under Article 64 of. the Constitution, which 
said that the High Court, and not any other 
Court, should have full original jurisdiction 
in all matters, civil or criminal. 

Dealing with a suggestion, which, he said, 
had been made in the course of the argument, 
that there was some doubt whether the 
particular publication was contemptuous at 
all or not, Mr. Bewley quoted from one of 
the articles ding the disagreement of 
the jury, the following: ‘‘The moral of all 
this is plain.

James Gordon, merchant (trading as James 
Gordon and Son), of Ballaghadereen, 
County Roscommon, from the judgment 
of Special Commissioners Lynch, KC) ani 
Fitegerald, K.C., affirmm on appeal 
the decision of Judge+-Roche in the 
Circuit Court at Boyle, dismissing the action. | 
The Special Commissionérs differed in opinion, 
it appeared, Commissioner Lynch being in 
favour of affirming the decision and Commis 
sioner Fitzgerald in favour of reversing it. 

The action was brought to recover £247 } 
odd alleged to be due by the defendant in 
respect of a large quantity of boots sold to 
order, the defendant having refused to accept 
delivery of the goods, on the ground. that 
the contract was subject to a condition of 
confirmation of the samples by the defendant 
before the boots were supplied. 

According to the’ evidence ‘and corre- 
. ence between the. parties, ib appeared 
| that the managing director of the plaintiff 
company, accompanied by their traveller, with 
samplés, obtained an order for the boots from, 
a ma man named Tierney in charge of the 
defendant’s shop on the occasion, in the 
absence of the buyer of the establishment 
owing to a strike, the defendant’ being ill in 
bed upstairs at the time. . Having consulted 
the defendant, a customer of the plaintiff's 
for some years, Tierney was authorised to} 
give the order, subject to the condition men- 
tioned and certain alterations in the nails to 
be used in the boots, etc., to suit the re- 
quirements of the district. 

The whole lot of boots had been forwarded 
for delivery to the defendant earlier than had 

n agreed upon, and without any samples 
having been previously sent for confirmation. 
There was some conflict of evidence with I. 
respect to the alleged condition ‘attached to 
the order, but the Circuit Judge believed the 
evidence of Tierney on the subject, which 
was corroborated by the lady. assistant, and 
disbelieved the evidence of the traveller. 

The arguments having concluded, 

The Court dismissed the appeal, with costs,

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LIFE IN CHINA. 
IDOLS AND PROGRESS. 


— 7 
(By M. LYSTER.) . 


OUNTRIES one does not know have a 
special thrill. It is often more mar- 
vellous to hear of them than suddenly to 
see the shores, the rocks, the jagged cliffs 
of countries of which one has dreamed from 
one’s childhood. With the unknown, the 
details, no matter how vivid the words, 
cannot be filled in with the details of the 
known everyday life; one fills them in 
with the gorgeous and incoherent colours 
of a fantastic world. 

I had asked the lady who had returned 
from China to come and see me; for 
China has always seemed to me in the 
heart of the fantastic world. Almost the 
first thing J enquired about was the 
Dragon. I vaguely believed that they 
worshipped him. She told me that they 
do. He livés in a cave in the middle of 
the earth, and one of the reasons why 
foreigners are objected to in China is that 
they make mines and dig into the earth 
in different ways that disturb the Dragon. 

The lady does not live in a rich, halí- 
foreign Chinese town, but in a country 

lace in the hills, where the people still 

elieve that, foreigners have special 
properties in their eyes that enable them 
to see through the floor or through the 


earth and discover the hidden treasures, 


of the Chinese. There are no roads in 
this country in the Province of Fuhkien— 
only little, stony pus running up the 
mountain side, and at the top there are 
creat virgin Íorests oí bamboos and pines, 
interspersed with oil trees, with !«rger 
and darker leaves that grow brilliant red 
in the autumn, 


WHAT AND HOW THEY EAT. 


Coming down from there one sees a 
countryside covered entirely with ‘rice- 
fields, the plants of which are a ‘vivid 
emerald green. In a rich harvest there 
are as many as two hundred and thirty 
grains on one rice stalk. It is well known 
to be the staple food of China, but within 
the last few years it has become ever £0 
much dearer to buy. 

This lady shares house with another 
missionary friend in a “ compound ” in 
Fuhkien, and they live in many respects 
as their Chinese neighbours. They eat 
much rice, green vegetables, including 
peas, pod and all, and haricot beans that 
are plucked when they have grown old; 
mustard cabbage that grows to the height 
of a shrub, eggs hard-boiled in spices ; 
and, for a treat, fresh fat. pork, 

Salt is now very highly taxed, It comes 
from the Blaek Sea, and is black at first, 
but black-grey when it is ready for use. 
Life is simple, except for feast days, and 
then tremendous meals, with many 
courses, are prepared, every one taking 
pieces out of the fish or meat with chop- 
sticks simultaneously, when the hostess 
has given leave. There are four great 
feasts in the year: for the middle of the 
four seasons. There are also feasts like 
the Feast of the Lanterns and the Feast 
of the King of the Five Mountains, who 
seems to be the devil. 


WORSHIP OF SUN YAT-SEN. 


Of late a national hero has risen up 
who has now been accorded worship—Sun 
Yat Sen. He has, in point of philosophy, 
usurped the place of Confucius, and he is 
worshipped in churches on Monday morn- 
ings with a ceremony in which people bow 
to him thrice, and listen to his Rule or 
“Will”? being read. The present Chinese | 
Government is ehforemg the. worship © 
Sun Yat Sen, whose policy in his life- 
time was the freeing of the Chinese from 
foreign rule. Even Christian schools must 
submit to this. Foreign opinion in China 
is divided as to the attitude that should 
be. taken up. Many people believe that it 
is better to conform openly with an 
“ empty formula” to his worship, fearing 
that otherwise the children they have won 
over may be sent to a pagan school— 
others believe it is better to “ wait and 
see. 

The lady who has now returned from 
China often has oecasion to speak on the 
Christian religion in the open places of 
small towns. Sometimes enthusiastic 
listeners, believing that all she says is in 
praise of their own god, break in with 
such remarks as: “ Truly, indeed, every 
word you say—all you say—is true of the 
Pearly King—the great god.’’ On other 
occasions when Christianity is preached to 
them they say, with a simplicity not to be 
expected in an Eastern mind: “I will not 
confess Him—TI cannot do that—but I will 
remember Him.’’ It is found later that 
such a person, clinging still to the old, 
revered, beloved, ancestor worship with its 
idols and gods, has, as it were, added 
Christ to them. 


CLEAN FLOORS. 


When the Chinese women have been to 
a town and seen the houses of foreigners 
there, their admiration for the wooden 
floors of these, covered, perhaps with 
Indian matting, is unbounded. For days 
they are to be heard crying: “ How clean! 
How wonderful! Wooden floors in the 
foreigners’ houses, and all painted! Who 
ever heard of such a thing, floors of wood 
painted?” Their own floors are of mud, 
whereon hens and ducks disport them- 
selves—pigs also, unless they are turned 
out to “play.” The missionary lady 
spent some nights in a house where 
buffaloes also were staying. 

Good days seem to be coming for China. 
Recently a bishop was greeted in Fuchow 
—the capital of Fuhkien—with the 
words: “You are here for the betterment 
of the country. Foreigners must be 
here—how else could trade be done? All 
we ask is that. they treat us as their 
equals.” <A year ago this could not have 
been said without running the risk of 
fines or imprisonment. 

It looks like progress. Nevertheless, I 
hope, secretly, that the Dragon may find 
a hiding place for himself, deep in the 
dark earth of China, where neither miner's 
axe nor pick may trouble him.

ACussolini in Irish. 


A friend tells me that the members of 
a University Students’ Society in Dublin 
have been debating in Irish the question 
whether a Mussolini is desirable or neces- 
sary in Ireland. The oratory, I am told, 
was on a surprisingly high level, and the 
arguments for and against were put quite 
skilfully. Gaelic, it would seem, is thus 
being developed as a medium for the dis- 
cussion of new ideas and tendencies in 
philosophy, politics and culture.

GERMAN, SPANISH AND 
FRENCH SCHOOLS. 


“The Schools of Painting of Germany, 
Spain and France ” was the title of the third 
Hermione lecture, given yesterday, at 
Alexandra College, Dublin, by Mr, Thomas 
Bodkin. 
Speaking first of German art, Mr. Bodkin 
des.ribed the social conditions and history of 
Germany; which made any stabilised schoo! 
of art impossible from the end of the fiiteenth 
century until quite recent times. J'aking into 
consideration the state of things in that great 
country, with all its little principauties, 
dukedoms and empires perpetuaily changing, 
always at feud with one another, the hundred 
years’ war, the thirty years’ war, and the 
religious wars, it is easy to see why no great 
unitied school of painting could grow up. 
German art has been generaliy very much 
underestimated, There is not a great deal 
of early German painti but what there is 
extraordinar, good, the Flemish

During the war Captain Brennan was 
employed for some years at a school of 
instruction for officers at Queen’s Univer- 
sity, Belfast, and‘ later served with the 
Sth Battalion of the Royal Irish Fusiliers 
in France. As city organist, a post which 
he obtained when Dr. Price went to Mel- 
bourne, Captain Brennan has organised 
Saturday night popular recitals and con- 
certs, at which local amateurs have an 
opportunity of proving their worth A 
couple of years ago he introduced com- 
munity singing, which is now a feature of 
many concerts in Belfast. 

President of the Ulster Society of Pro- 
fessional Musicians and Vice-President of 
the local Society of Organists and Choir- 
masters, he enlivens the discussions at 
meetings of these bodies with a keen sense 
of humour.

In some cases the harassed 
dispenser has to get in touch with the 
doctor to have the prescription deciphered, 
and yesterday a chemist told me of a 
Dublin physician who could not read hia 
own Writing. -Í was shown some specimens 
of doctors’ handwriting, which convinced 
me of the dispensers’ difficulties. 

Norway, I see, has given the world a 
useful lead; for a new law has been 
passed enjoining on doctors the necessity 
of writing their prescriptions clearly and 
signing them, or, in default, imprison- 
ment up to a maximum of three months.

I wonder are there any women on this 
Board of Health, and, if so, if they concur 
with the male members of the Board. Cer- 
tainly, the ratepayers should be protected 
from abuse in the matter of outdoor 
relief; but the mere fact of a girl’s wear- 
ing “silk ” stockings and having her hair 
bobbed does not seem to me to be a suffi- 
cient reason for depriving her mother of 
outdoor relief. My attention has been 
called to this case by a lady, who tells 
me that ‘‘silk’’ stockings—meaning, of 
course, artificial silk—can be purchased for 
as low a price as 1/04 per pair, and that 
women’s readymade clothes are always 
mude in a “ fashionable ’’ cut. 

I should have thought that the old 
system of degrading the recipients of out- 
door relief had’ died a natural death, but 
it seems that I was quite in error. ‘‘ Old 
soldiers never die,” and the hardiest and 
toughest of old soldiers are those who 
belong to the Bumble Battalion. 


Sport in Germany. 


A friend, who has just returned from 
Germany, tells me that the wave of en- 
thusiasm for sport in that country to-day 
is without parallel in the history of the 
world.

FRANGCE’S DEBT TO ITALY. 

France has more or less taken Italy’s place 
in the present day as the mother of the art 
of painting. It is. probable, however, that 
French art would never have existed except 
for the example of the Italian and kindred 
schools, There are French erities who tend to 
claim pre-eminence in art, and precedence in 
art which history does not justify. One of 
their own critics has said regarding French 
primitives that the sum total of French work 
up to 1,500 yields not a single work that can 
be guaranteed of the French school. When 
we begin to investigate the claims of many 
who are said to be porety French artists they 
prove to be more Flemish than French. 

When Francis I, succeeded in 1515~one of 
the most enlightened judges of painting that 
ever lived—he immediately brought Italian 
painters into France, and trained his people 
mm the best ways of art.

Therefore, the progress of the newest 
and most sensational fight for an immense 
estate, which is to be undertaken by a 
limited liability company, is certain to be 
followed with peculiar interest. The ven- 
ture is unique in our company annals.

It may truthfully be said that he has de- 
voted the best years of his life to the 
great fortune hunt; and, at long last, he 
claims to have discovered one vital missing 
Jink. It is a marriage entry in the 
register of Dartmouth Parish Church. 

Perhaps, procedure by means of a 
limited liability company will have better 
luck than has attended procedure by 
mutual combinations. The last fortuas- 
hunting association collapsed in a rather 
painful manner. More than five hundred 
persons had formed themselves into an 
organisation to pool their resources in 
fighting for the famous Edwards Estates. 
The fortune was said to include chunks of 
some of the most valuable land in New 
York and in five othér cities, and the 
people who had subscribed to fight for 
this fondly imagined that there would be 
a fortune of something like forty million 
pounds to be divided among them.

CHADWICK FORTUNE. 


The story of the Chadwick fortune is an 
illustration that the individual often 
meets with better luck than combinations. 
Andrew Chadwick was of Lancashire 
descent, but made his money in London, 
where he was knighted by Queen Anne. 
He died intestate, and there were no 
claimants. As the years passed, the 
legend of a fabulous fortune grew. At 
least twice, numerous persons of the name 
of Chadwick in Lancashire and Ireland 
formed themselves into associations to 
make claims, but failed. Then a John 
Chadwick, quietly and almost without 
public notice, carried forward a suit, and 
the Chancery Court awarded him a portion 
of the estate, 

Where the fortune is real, and there is 
evidence of a good case, a company or an 
organisation can often prove a wise pian 
of campaign. There can be no better 
proof of this than the romantic story of a 
man who had become a pauper inmate of 
a northern workhouse. A small company 
of friefds joined together to present his 
claim to the share of a substantial estate. 
Unfortunately, he never lived to enjoy his 
wealth. He died a few weeks before the 
court decided. that he was entitled to a 
portion exceeding half a million.

|ilectures on ‘‘ Dangers from Road Traffic ’’ 


IN HE NORTHERN’ CAPITAL 


BELFAST, Thursday. 
HE revelations made by Sir Dawson 
Bates in the Northern House of 
Commons on Tuesday relative to the loss 
of life incurred through motor accidents 
of one kind and another, have shoeked 
the community. It is difficult to realise 
the tragedy of over a hundred persons 
killed and about fifteen hundred others 
more or less seriously injured within 4 
year in this small province ; and such a 
record shows that there is something 
seriously wrong in administrative methods 
so far as roads are concerned. More 
stringent regulations are required in con- 
nection with speeding and reckless driving, 
and the new measure introduced by the 
Minister of Home Affairs to lessen the 
perils of the highways has been welcomed 
by all sections of the public except, per- 
haps, by those interested in road transport. 
The leading article which appeared in 
vesterday’s Jrish Times, commenting on 
the situation with restraint, was greatly 
appreciated in official circles here as help- 
ful and sympathetic. The position is a 
difficult one. No one wants to place any 
obstacles in the way of the development 
of road transport, but the public must be 
protected, and the onrush of huge buses 
at from twenty-five to forty miles on roads 
never intended for such speed cannot be 
permitted to continue. i 
It seems that the heavy penalties which 
may be imposed under the Motor Traffic 
Act of 1926 have failed to put an end to 
an intolerable evil, and powers are now 
sought to improve the roads and curb the 
activities of those who place speed before 
safety. Notwithstanding the dreadful toll 
of killed and injured, there are still 
apologists who think that the drunken or 
reckless motorist is too harshly treated by 
heavy fines if he luckily escapes disaster. 
Sir Dawson Bates thinks differently, 
and he has the great mass of the people 
with him in his efforts to ensure reason- 
able safety for other users of the roads. 


WARNING TO CHILDREN. 


Several school children have been fatally 
in Belfast recently, and it is 
notice that a series of 


gratifying to 


has been initiated by the Ministry of 
iHome Affairs, in conjunction with the 
Ministry of Education, for pupils in 
yarious scholastic institutions. The first 
of these was delivered the other day, dnd 
the warnings given are worthy of attention 
in every part of Ireland. It was pointed 
out that a third of the persons killed in 
motor accidents last year were under 
fifteen years of age, and young people 
were advised to treat the road as a river 
and the footpath as the bank, and to keep 
on the bank. The object of these addresses 
is to impress on children the dangers they 
incur when crossing a road, and before 
doing so they are instructed always to look 
to the right and to the left, and to go 
straight across and not at an angle. 

The ordinary citizen would also do well 
to follow this advice, but the chief danger 
seems to be in country districts. where the 
police are far apart and ‘“‘ speeding’’ is 
prevalent. The authorities, as mentioned 
by the Minister of Home Affairs, are 
seriously alarmed at the ever-increasing 
number of accidents, and hope by the new 
regulations and scheme of improvemer:ts 
to bring about a happier state of affairs. 
Viscount Charlemont, the Minister of 
Education, is taking an active interest in 
this new “ safety first ” movement, and is 
giving it every possible encouragement, 


LABOUR TEST CONTROVERSY. 


The labour test scheme, formulated by 
the Belfast Board of Guardians in con- 
nection with able-bodied men seeking out- 
door relief, was briefly discussed in the 
Northern House of Coinmons this week, on 
a question asked by Mr. Thomas 
Henderson, one of the independent 
members. It is felt in many quarters that 
these unfortunate men are not being fairly 
treated either in the matter of remunera- 
tion or the way in which it is given. The 
pay, which is at only about half the usual 
rates, is given in “ kind ”' instead of in 
money, and Mrs. @hichester, M.P., and 
other members of the House have expressed 
the opinion that this method of payment 
is degrading and ought to be altered. It 
appears that, although the Government 
is subsidising the scheme, it has no power 
to interfere, the matter being one for the 
Guardians atone; and the Minister of 
Home Affairs said that it would be out of 
place for him to intervene, but mentioned 
that the Board was reconsidering the 
question, At the meeting of the Guardians 
on Tuesday it was stated that 
a committee had visited the site of the 
relief works at Whitewell, and a pleasant 
picture was painted of contented men, 
whose only complaint was that their boots 
were bad. It was also stated that the 
foreman was humane, and, no doubt, that 
is so, but one must accept with reserve 
the comment of one member that the 
workers were thoroughly happy in their 
job. 
i It is admitted by the Guardians that 
the men are underpaid and treated as 
unworthy of trust, factors not conducive 
to contentment, while Mr. Henderson 
declares that the conditions under which 
they labour are more like slavery than 
anything else. Interest is being taken in 
the motion of Mr. Haslett, to come before 
the Guardians on Tuesday next, granting 
to the men who performed the labour 
test an increase in relief of fifty per cent. 
in cash, which he contends would put the 
remuneration on a proper basis, but it is 
hardly likely to prove successful. The 
Guardians, however, would satisfy the 
general desire by granting some improve- 
ment in the conditions on the lines sug- 
gested by the only lady member of the 
House of Commons.

In addition, he had 
to pay the whole charges in the British office, 
and then employ a British patent agent to 
search the files for fifty years. e was 
compelled to pay, not £1, but £3, to the office 
here, and twice as much to the British agent 
before he was allowed to register his patent.

Mr. SHAW (Govt., Longford-Westmeath) 
said that when the strike occurred very few 
persons believed that it would last anything 
like the length of time it did. It would have 
been very foolish of the Minister after the 
strike had lasted for some time if he had 
not taken steps to provide a supply of coal. 
After three months the sition became 
acute, and the Minister s “gean itor and 
others were obliged to go to Germany and to 
America for coal, and it took six weeks to 
bring the coal to Ireland. Merchants had 
sustained heavy losses by reason of the pur- 
chases they had made. The attack on this 
vote was unfair. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork) said 
that gross profiteering had been practised by 
the coal merchants of Cork, ang that he in- 
tended to vote against the motion. 

Mr. M. CORRY (F.¥., Cork) complained 
that coal that had been imported at that 
time was of such poor quality that the 
medical officer at Haulbowline said that it 
was dangerous to the public health. In his 
opinion the coal should be described as war- 
like stores, because it resembled the stuff 
from which poison gas was made. When the 
Minister ordered that coal he should have 
ordered gas masks along with it. (Laughter.) 
Mr. S. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow), said that 
the episode was the most discreditable that 
any Governtbent could have in its history. 
The whole situation had been handled in a 
most careless way. 

MINISTER’S CHALLENGE, 
The MINISTER for INDUSTRY and COM- 
MERCE said that he resented attacks on 
civil servants. If deputies had any courage, 
and felt that they could break a lance with 
a person, let them do so with persons who 
were in that House. i ; 

Mr. McENTEE (F.F., Co. Dublin), inter- 
rupted, and the Minister said that if the 
deputy had the courage he could stand up and 
make a speech and desist from puerile in- 
terruptions. 

Mr. MOORE—We do not want these ad- 
monitions from the Minister, and we do not 
accept them. i ; 
Mr. COONEY (F.F., N. Dublin)—Is this 4 
lecture on scurrility from the most scurrilous 
Minister in the House? — 

The MINISTER—There aré apt pupils. Con- 
tinuing, he said that everything possible had 
been done to meet the coal situation There 
was at the time a contract for ex pur- 
poses of Arigna coal, and that could not be 
interfered with. An attempt was made to 
control prices, but only in certain respects. 
Investigations were made, but it was found 
that the coal was handled by so many middle- 
men that in no case could it be established 
that there was “ profiteering,”’ although the 
price to the consumer in the end appeared a 
** profiteering ” price.

BETTING FRAUD 
CHARGES. 


ALLEGED “ BACK-CODING” 
OF TELEGRAMS 


LONG FORD-LON DON 
TELEPHONE CALLS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 
The trial was resumed of ry Kate 
Madden and Thomas. Colbert, of Longford, 
who were indicted on a series of counts for 
conspiracy to cheat and defraud bookmakers 
in various parts of Ireland, including Cor«, 
Sligo, Mallow ang Tuam, by the transmis- 
sion of “' back-codtd ' telegrams placing bes 
on horses entered in races which at the time 
were known to have been ran, the results 
also being known. The period covered by 
these alleged transactions extended froin 
January to August, 1926, 

The male prisoner was described as a Look- 
maker. Miss Madden had been for several 
years an assistant in the — Post Office, 
and it was alleged that she was used to 
facilitate the fraud in the dispatch of the 
telegrams. There was a third person impli- 
cated in the case—Francis Louis Jeffroy— 
but he had absconded, and his recognisances 
were estreated, 

Evidence had been given by bookmakers as 
to the sums of money. paid in respect of bets 
made in the alleged back-coded telegrams. 


RESULTS FROM LONDON. 

Miss Kathleen Kennedy, an employé of 
Mr. R. J. Duggan, turf accountant, St 
Steghen’s Green, Dublin, stated that on 
Tuesday, 3ist August, 1926, when in charge 
of the telephone receiving bets, she received 
a telephone message from a person using the 
name of ‘‘ Grotto.”” That name was used by 
Jeffroy, whose voice she knew. On the ólst 
August, “Grotto’’ made bets on certain 
horses. There was a race that day at two 
o'clock, and “Grotto” asked her what won, 
and after two or three minutes’ delay sie 
gave him the result of the race, which was 
won by San Diago. She asked him to hold 
on for the second and third horses, but 
she did not know whether “Grotfo” was 
still at the telephone as she got no answer. 

William Nally, an inspector of telephones 
and telegrams in the Post Office, said that 
on August 27 he was aware that a trunk call 
had been booked tor 1.59 from the office of the 
accused Colbert to a number in Kensington, 
London. The call was put through at 2 o’c. 
precisely, and the witness took a note of the 
conversation which passed between the 
speakers in Longford and London, 

The witness then gave details of a conversa- 
tion from the Longford end placing a number 
of bets, which London repeated back. Long- 
ford then said: '' There is a great tip here 
to-day—Royal Bride ’’—and London replied, 
et es ere was a pause, and Longford 
kept on saying “' hello,” “hello,” impatiently 
seven times. Then London came in and said: 
‘* Lackay at Gatwick and Scotch Fair at the 
other,” 


THREE CALLS A WEEK. 

The time at which the London man finished 
the conversation was four and nine-tenths 
minutes after two o'clock, For some time 
Colbert’s office was under observation by the 
witness. There was an average of three calls 
a week by Colbert with the London number. 
They were not always put in at the same 
time. Sometimes.the cails were at two and 
sometimes at a quarter to two, but they 
always synchronised with the first race. 

The call on August 25th started at 
1.45, and scothenied to 1.54 As the 
first race started late that day London 
was not able to give the Longford 
man the result. All the calls which the 
witness referred to were from Colbert’s office, 
and were debited to his account. Witness 
knew nothing of Jeffroy as a telephone sub- 
scriber. 

Miss Kathleen Mulligan, who was in charge 
of the telephone exchange in Longford dur- 
ing 1926, said that for some time previous 
to the end of August, 1926, Colbert twice or 
three times a week booked calls at Kensington 
for 2 o'clock. 

GIRL'S STATEMENT. 

Detective-Sergeant O'Neill said that he was 
specially attached to the Post Office, and 
was present at the interview between Mr. 
Justice, Chief of the Intelligence Depart- 
meyt, and Miss Madden. Miss Madden was 
quite cool, and broke down cnly when she 
was suspended from duty. She made a full 
and frank statement to Mr. Justice, and no 
attempt to infimence her was made either by 
threats or promises. 

Cross-examined by Mr. McGuckin, the wit- 
ness said that Miss Madden was questioned 
continuously for one and a half hours, and 
started to cry only when she signed that 
statement. 

The case for the prosecution having closed, 

Miss Madden was examined by Mr. 
McGuckin. She said that she had been 
eleven years in the service of the Post Office, 
and knew Jeffory from his coming in, occa- 
sionally, but she had no personal acquaintance 
with him, and was in no sense connected 
with betting or racing matters. She had 
obliged him as to the back-coding of a mes- 
sage’ because he had been delayed, marking 
2 o’clock on a telegram handed in a couple 
of minutes after the hour. In doing that she 
had no knowledge that she was aiding in the 
placing of bets after the result of a race was 
known, and she never got any reward or con- 
sideration in connection with these trans- 
actions. 

MALE PRISONER'S DENIALS. 

Thomas Colbert, the accused, was examined 
by Mr. Conor Maguire, and said that Jeffroy 
had motor cars for hire, and also did betting, 
working commissions for a Dublin béokmaker 
which were called “ jobs,” and used the ‘tele- 
phone in the witness’s office. He denied the 
allegations made by the prosecution, and em- 
phatically stated that he never at any time 
was aware of any fraud being engaged in 
with respect to telegrams by Jeffroy or any- 
one connected with racing results and bets. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until this morning at 11 o'clock, 


WHISKEY AS DISINFECTANT. 


It was reported by the Superintendent 
Assistance Officer to the Co. Galway Homes 
Committee at a meeting in Loughrea that 
Mr. J. Coyne, home assistance officer, Letter- 
frack, had had two burial cases recently— 
one of a body washed ashore—and in both had 
spent the sum of £1 7s. 6d. on whiskey, 
which he entered in his books as a disin- 
fectant. 

The Committee directed that the cost of the 
whiskey should be charged to Home 
Assistanee Officer Coyne.

QUEEN “VICTORIA’S 
JUBILEE NURSES. 


THE SUGGESTED SEPARATION. 
LETTER FROM LADY KENMARE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As President of the Branch of Queen 

Victoria’s Jubilee Institute for Nurses in this 

country, it appears to me desirable that I 

should ask for space in your columns to make 


a short statement of our position in view of 
the letters and other announcements which 
have appeared in the Press in regard to the 
suggested separation of the Six Northern 
Counties ‘from the rest of Ireland. 

The Institute was formed in the year 1889, 
when the late Queen Victoria endowed it 
with a sum of £70,000—the Jubilee offering of 
the women of Great Britain and of this 
country. From that year until 1925 the work 
was carried on through an Advisory Com- 
mittee in Ireland, and mainly financed from’ 
headquarters. The Irish Advisory Committee 
were then asked by the Institute to draw up 
a scheme for carrying on the work under the 
altered conditions which existed in Ireland 
and to establish a branch similar to that in 
Scotland. Accordingly a constitution was 
drawn up, and the work for all Ireland has 
since been, and is now, governed by a fully 
representative committee to which the 
Northern Advisory Committee elect six 
members. This constitution was approved of 
by the entire Executive Committee, including 
those taking part in the work in the North. 
It became imperative to establish an endow- 
ment fund if the work of the Branch was to 
continue, and up to the present a sum of 
between £20, and £40,000 has been 
collected, all of which has been obtained 
outside the Six Counties. Our members in 
Northern Ireland have now for the first time 
succeeded in collecting a substantial sum 
through the medium of the Queen Alexandra 
Memorial Fund. Their success has been very 
ratifying to all the members of the Executive 

mmittee, but unfortunately it has been im- 
mediately followed by a suggestion from some 
of our members in the North that they should 
cut themselves off from the Free State. This 
question was fully discussed at a recent meet- 
ing of the entire Executive Committee, and 
the arguments used in favour of separation 
were, in the opinion of the entire Committee 
(other than three out of the four delegates 
who attended from the Six Counties) quite 
unconvincing. The objections to separate 
administration which were pointed out may 
be summarised as follows :'— 

(1) It would require separate offices and equip- 
ment. an additional superintendent, inspector and 
Clerical staff, thus entailing unnecessary expense, 

(2) The establishment of a training home, or 
arrangements for district, and when necessary, 
midwifery training. At present two homes are 
maintained in Dublin, and in these the nurses 
qualify, and are known as Queen’s Jubilee Nurses; 
amd after a course of specialised instructions they 
are detailed to fill vacancies as they occur. Our 
object, needless to say, has been to be in a position 
to supply every district in Lreland needing a nurse 
with one fully trained and receiving a salary 
similar to that paid in Great Britain. Without 
any discrimination. the needs of the Six Counties 
have been met by our Committee on an equal basis 
with those of the rest of this country. Since our 
formation close on 600 nurses have been trained 
and eent out by us, and at present no less than 
162 are working in the different districts in this 
courftry, inclucing the Six Counties, 

(3) A separate endowment fund snfficient to 
carry on the work in the manner in which it has 
been carried on in the past; and. having regard 
to the additional expense which must necessarily 
be mecurred if separation takes place, the income 
from the money recently collected would be totally 
insufficient to do so. . ; 
_ (4) A eeparate pension fund. We are experienc- 
ing the necessity of establishing a pension fund to 
provide for nurses who are compelled to retire from 
work, and we should have been glad of the 
assistance of our friends in the Six Counties. who 
must feel with us that those who have given the 
best years of their lives in working for the poor in 
the North, as well as the South, should be assisted 
to ae the rest of their days without fear of 
want, 

It is acknowledged that the work, as now 
carried out, 1s excellent. There are no com- 
plaints about the qualifications or ability of 
the nurses, of the supervision of the nurses, 
or of the assistance available to all affiliated 
nursing associations. It is, therefore, a mnatter 
of the deepest regret that the work which has 
for so many years been carried on for the 
good of the sick poor of all Ireland should 
suffer, as it undoubtedly will, if separation 
takes place. I trust that those who are 
advocating this course will, before it is too 
late, stop to consider how harmful such an 
ill-advised action would be.—Yours, etc.,

industrial development, there is no mention 
of helping those, who have but little capital, 
to start small industries. This could be done 
by supplying small, well-lighted workshops, 
with electric power, at low rentals; tools and 
light machinery on easy payments; also. 
perhaps, free designs and patterns, and aid 
in marketing the goods. 

Slight alterations in some of our housing 
schemes would give rows of workshops, with 
flats overhead. As cheap electric power will 
soon be available, these workshops could com- 
pete with factories in producing hundreds of 
different articles, especially those requiring 
craftsmanship, and not lending themselves to 
mass production. For mutual encouragement, 
and as centres for buyers, similar trades 
should be grouped in rows or blocks, and 
stringent regulations made against their being 
turned into garages or stores or being used 
for any purpose other than manufacturing. 
Large factories are slow in coming, as the 
inducements are smal]. We have no Ea sup- 
ply of skilled factory labour to draw upon, and 
power and labour are as cheap in most other 
countries, Consequently, many of our skilled 
men have to emigrate. and every effort should 
be made to keep them at home. A little 
help. in starting, a little encouragement, a 
little smoothing of the path, and we might 
have again small centres of industry in our 
mi’ t, It is in a number of petty industries 
omg the chief hope of an industrial revival 
ies. 

Croups of busy and noisy workships in 
our towns and cities, making toys, furniture, 
wearing apparel, etc., would do much to 
remove the feeling of helplessness regarding 
home industries which is about at present. 
Some of these might grow into fairly large 
undertakings when the start—the most diffi- 
cult stage—is well over.—Yours, etc.,

CHURCH BELLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THP IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—I’ read with interest an article in 
to-day’s Jrish Times on the bells in Derry 
Cathedral, but it is incorrect in stating that 
they are the oldest peal in Ireland. In the 
historic church Saint Audéen, Cornmarket, 
Dublin, there hangs a peal of six bells, three 
of which date back to the year 1423; two 
date back to 1658, and one, cast in 1694, was 
recast in the year 1732. Five of these bells 
have not been rung for sixty years. Three 
of them—bells of 1423—bear the following 
inscriptions ;—*‘ Blessed Mary Virgin,” “ Holy 
Trinity,” “ All Saints and St. Audéen.”’ 

These bells were rung for the Angelus and, 
after the Reformation, they continued to be 
rung at six o'clock morning and evening, to 
call the people to and from their work. 
Another of these bells was rung at eleven 
o'clock a.m. to call workers to the mid-day 
meal, and the third was used as the Curfew 
bell even down to the nineteenth century. 
Ourfew was rung at eight o'clock p.m. These

An increase of £667,690 in the Bank of 
England reserve, raising the amount to 
£43,200,.000, was due to a contraction of

When Northern Ireland founded its own 
training colleges for primary teachers we 
regretted the breach with Dublin; but 
there the different systems. of the two 
Governments provided more than one 
argument for separation. In the case. of 
the ‘Jubilee nurses no such argument 
exists. Disease and physical suffering 
take no change when they cross the 
border. The quality of mercy is not 
strained when it travels North; and the 
single centre in Dublin has not failed 
hitherto to'spread an impartial leaven of 
help and healing throughout the whole of 
Ireland. We regret the suggested split 
for other and, perhaps, even stronger 
reasons than those which Lady Kenmare 
arrays against it. Ireland has no more 
urgent need to-day than a good under- 
standing between North and South, a 
cordial intimacy of the spirit, a recogni- 
tion of kinship in essential things. We 
know that the growth of political under- 
standing and the banishment of fears and 
hates, founded in an unhappy history, 
must be a very slow business. The two 
Governments ought to seize every oppor- 
tunity of co-operation in practical affairs ; 
but at present, and, it may be, for many 
years, attempts to force the pace of 
political conciliation must be futile, if not 
actually mischievous. All the more 
precious, therefore, are the few links with 
which a common nationhood, and, indeed, 
a common humanity, have united North 
and South. The maintenance and the 
strengthening of those links ought to 
count as a pious duty for every citizen of 
both States. Love of letters, art and 
music is such a link. Love of sport is 
another: some day history may record 
that the foundations of a united Ireland 
were laid at Lansdowne road. Surely, too, 
charity—a common zeal for the relief of 
pain and despait—is a link that neither 
North nor South will wish to snap. We 
hope earnestly that Lady Kenmare’s plea 
will end this movement for a dual control 
of the Jubilee nurses. There is. small 
excusé for a forcing of the processes of 
friendship, but ‘there..is no excuse for a 
melancholy act of retrogression. 


A European Entente. 

M. Jacques Seydoux, who for many 
years was one of the principal officials at 
the French Foreign Office, contributes a 
highly interesting article to The Times on 
the subject of Franco-German relations. 
The burden of his theme is a warn- 
ing to Britain, and he frankly blames 
Britain for what he regards as the 
failure of the Entente. Shortly after the 
armistice, he says, the British Govern- 
ment reverted to its traditional policy of 
the preservation of the balance of power. 
The finances of both France and Germany 
were almost ruined as a result of the 
war's sacrifices, and Britain, fearful of a 
too powerful France, decided to help Ger- 
many to restore her shattered currency. 
France was neglected. Germany, with 
British aid, quickly recovered from the 
havoc of surpassing the most 
Sanguine expectations. She reorganised 
her whole system of industry, making 
such remarkable progress that very soon 
she became one of Britain’s most formid- 
able competitors in the field of foreign 


war, 


trade. This result, according to M. 
Seydoux, could have been avoided if 


Britain: had decided to restore French 
currency instead of that of Germany, 
and, presumably, if His Maijesty’s 
Government had assisted France in her 
invasion of the Ruhr. Valley.. Now, he 
declares, France, having 
currency without Britain’s 
realised that an economic with 
Germany is her only hope.

M. Seydoux fails to recognise the fact 
that the promotion of a Franco-German 
rapprochement has been a deliberate act 
of British foreign policy since the war. 
Britain's sreatest need is peace on the 
Continent of Europe. For that reason she 
guaranteed Belgium’s neutrality; for that 
helped France after the 
Napoleonic wars; -for that reason she 
hopes now that the friendship between 
France and Germany will be maintained. 
The policy of the “ balance of power’’ is 
nothing mysterious or sinister. It merely 
means that Britain does not desire any 
Continental Power to become so strong in 
comparison with. its neighbours that it 
may become a danger to them and to the 
peace of the world. The German and British 
peoples now stand on excellent terms, and 
this development is all to the good. The 
fact that a like result is being achieved 
between Germany and France will be wel- 
comed by all good Britons; and, as M. 
Seydoux admits, neither of these two 
countries can afford to do without Britain. 
The natural corollary to a better under- 
standing between Paris and Berlin is a 
strengthening of the Franco-British 
Entente. During the next twenty years 
the great economic struggle will be, not 
between Britain and Germany or Britain 
and France, but between the Continent 
of Europe and the United States of 
America, France and Germany alone would 
be almost helpless in face of Ameriean 
competition ; with Britain’s help they. can 
meet it without Britain holds the 
key to the economic situation, and .M.

Russia are increased. The scale of quotas 
has beén devised, of course, in accordance 
with the theory that immigrants of the 
various nationalities ought to be admitted 
in rough proportion:to the number of 
people of their own race already estab- 
lished in the United States. Thus 
British :and Irish immigrants represent 
about one-half of the total of 153,685 
immigrants of all nationalities whom it is 
proposed to admit annually henceforward. 
Foreign-born citizens, who are not of 
British origin, have protested to Wash- 
ington—according to the Washington 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph— 
that the British quota is unfairly high. 
They contend that German, Dutch and 
Scandinavian names are disguised in 
hundreds of thousands of patronymics of 
Anglo-Saxon appearance, and that cal- 
culations based on names lead to an 
exaggerated estimate of the British part 
in the composition of the American 
people. The correspondent says that, if 
this contention be admitted, “the number 
of people now living in the United States 
of British descent or origin is nearer one- 
third than one-half of the population.” 
In deference to protests the quota for 
Britain and Northern Ireland was reduced 
to its present figure from that of 73,039, 
the total submitted a year ago. This 
represented a drop of more than 7,000. 
At the same time protests made on behalf 
of people of Southern Irish origin secured 
the increase of the revised Free State 
quota from 13,862 to 17,427. It is 
believed that the revised quotas will be 
endorsed by Congress. 


Mechanical Ploughmen. 


And blithe afield to ploughing, 
Against the morning beam, 
I strode beside my team .... 


Henceforward the Shropshire lad will 
stride no more; he will drive, sitting in 
the saddle of his tractor. Instead of home- 
ward plodding his weary way, he will 
thrust his engine into high gear and come 
galumpbing back. Yesterday we published 
a photograph of tractors which took part 
in a ploughing match near Athy. Our 
Agricultural Correspondent told how the 
competitors ploughed at the rate of four 
statute acres per eight-hour day. Some 
who tried to accomplish more failed to 
turn the sod aright, and thus lost: marks 
on the scoring cards. There were ten 
competitors, and some of them were very 
young men. The youth who was placed 
second was said to be a novice at the use 
of the tractor; “yet he did the work of 
a skilful ploughman.’’ Formerly long 
pains and mighty muscle were needed in 
the ploughman who could turn up a 
difficult acre a day to satisfaction. Yet 
one more art of the ages has been made 
easy, and four times more rapid in its 


execution, by mechanical science. Among 
the competitors were some fifty-acre 
farmers; the tractor, it seems, is no 


mere luxury for the ploughet-up of vast 
prairies. “‘A man must plough with such 
oxen as he hath,” says the old proverb ; 
but Mr. Henry Ford has changed all that. 
Hereafter the small farmer will find him- 
self handicapped if he cannot hire a 
tractor to break up his lea with speed. 
The ploughing match, it may be suspected, 
will lose something of its eld. heroic air. 
The snorting machines that come heaving 
ever the brown land, never will make a 
design for an artist’s fresco. Will the 
pearly wings of the gulls still soar over 
the opened furrow and éettle in the wake 
of the plough? Will some new Burns lilt 
immortal lines. to the rhythm of the 
internal’ combustion engine?

PRESERVING THE VICO ROAD 
VIEW 

A meeting of the Committees which have 
been formed in Dalkey and Killiney with the 
object of purcha.ing the land in Mr, Leary’s 
possession, between the Vico road and: the 
sea, and so preserving the view from the 
Vico road for the public; was held vesterday 
in the Chamber of Commerce, Dublin.

Discussions on the new Representation 
of the People Bill certainly will centre 
round the ; vexed -question of election 
expenses; for the allowance of sevenpence 
for every elector in the counties, and five 
pence in, the. boroughs, is thought to be 
too high in view of the great extension oí 
the register. It is rumoured that six- 

nce and fourpence are figures more 
ikely to be acceptable. It may be neces 
sary for the Government to introduce a 
supplementary measure, as a doubt has 
arisen whether any change in the scale. of 
election expenses will come within the 
official description of the principal bil! 
The Government deleted from the origina! 
draft the clause. amending election 
expenses, and intended that it should be 
added to the bill during its progress, after 
the general feeling of the House had been 
expressed with regard to the extent of the 
reduction. The question whether an 
additional bill, specifically concerned wit) 
election expenses, will be necessary, or 
whether a clause on this subject can be 
added to the present bill, is to be referred 
to the Law Officers of the Crown. 


The Totalisator. 
In a committee room of the House of 
Commons .to-day a model of the 


totalisator was exhibited to a number of 
members and other interested persons. 
Its operation was explained by Mr. R. 
Rolstan West, an engineer, who has had 
great experience with the machine. in 
several parts of the world. The machine 
is in two sections, one of which deals with 
the issue of tickets, and the other with 
the calculation of the total numbers of 
bets, with the odds that are given. . At 
distinct places on a racecourse booths 
would be open for the issue of tickets for 
any sum that might be placed, and every 
booth would: be connected by electricity 
with the main machine. Mr. West stated 
that it was his experience. that, though 
the totalisator gave rather shorter odds 
on favourites, it usually gave longer odds 
on outsiders than could be obtained from 
a bookmaker. The Totalisator Bill is to 
be discussed to-morrow afternoon, when 
its rejection will be moved by Mr. Kelly 
from the Opposition benches. 


The Atlantie Flight. 


In flying circles to-day it. was generally 
feared that Captain Hinchliffe and Miss 
Elsie Mackay have been lost in the 
Atlantic ; for their remains only the faint 
hope that they may have. been picked up 
by a vessel without ‘‘ wireless.”’ It was 
impossible for their monoplane to have 
remaizied in the air for more than forty- 
eight hours, even if. the petro] had been 
conserved to the utmost limit, and, if they 
came down on the waters of the Atlantic. 
they could not have remained afloat for 
many minutes. If’ the “plane crashed in 
the air, it would be a matter of only 
moments. 


Speed Fiights. 


The Air Ministry -has decided that it 
cannot abandon ~its high-speed research 
work, following upon the regretted death 
of Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead. It is un- 
likely, . however, that the two existing 
Super-Marine Napier seaplanes will. be 
driven at a greater speed than three 
hundred miles an hour until the technical 
experts are satisfied that a greater 
speed can be” achieved with safety. 
In the meanwhile an inquiry of a 
technical nature is being held into the 
disaster, which will be of an exhaustive 
character and conducted in secret. 
Flight-Lieutenant Kinkead, during his 
tests at Calshott with the S 5, attained the 
remarkable speed of three hundred and 
thirty miles an hour on the straight, and 
was confident of being able to attain a 
velocity of quite three hundred and forty 
miles. This speed surprised the Air 
for it revealed that Great 
Britain possessed a machine infinitely 
faster than that owned by any other 
country. 


The New Coinage. 


Considerable interest is manifested in 
financial circles on the position regarding 
the new coinage; for it appears that the 
action taken. by the banks, known as 
“ Phe Big Five, is the first definite ex- 
pression of defiance to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The banks do not want 
to take up the new silver coinage, inas- 
much as it would mean that they would 
have to pay a big sum in notes to the 
Treasury, which would deplete their paper 
currency considerably. ,It is also said 
that the banks rather resent the issue of 
a large amount:of coinage without: being 
first consulted by the Treasury. It is now 
uncertain when the new coinage will be 
available for public use. 


A Stock Exchange Boom. 


On the Stock Exchange to-day the 
shares of the cable and wireless companies 
were wildly dealt in,-and, as in the time 
ot the Courtauld boom, many brokers 
arrived long before the official hour for 
opeming the Stock’ Exchange, conducting 
an excited market in the street. As soon as 
the Stock Exchange was opened there was 
a rush to begin dealing, and a great 
number of shares of the companies con- 
cerned in the fusion of interest between 
Eastern and Associated Cable Companies 
and the Marconi Company changed hands 
with rapidity. The stock of the Eastern 
Telegraph Company reached 165 in under 
two hours, representing a total increase 
in market value of more than a million 
and a quarter. The Eastern Extension 
jumped and reached 164, a rise of 30s., 
while Westerns rose 50s. Marconi Shares 
fluctuated, with much buying and selling, 
and at one time they touched 72s. 6d., 
and then fell back on profit-taking.

His - visit to Croydon is, 
happily timed with regard to '' wireless,” 
as the Marconi Company has just com- 
pleted the re-equipment of the “wireless” 
station for the Air Ministry. Four 
separate transmitters, working on different 
wave lengths, and receivers of the latest 
design, have been installed for communica- 
tion with aircraft in Sight and with other 
aerodron.es. King Amanullah will see 
how ‘“wireless”’ is used for traffic control 
on the air routes and how “wireless” 
direction-finding is used to determine the 
exact position of an aeroplane at any time 
during its journey between London and 
the Continent. Both in the aerodrome 
“ wireless” station and on the aeroplanes 
he will see Marconi’ “ wireless * apparatus, 
which is standard apparatus for the 
Imperial Airways, and is in regúlar use 
in many countries of the world.

FOR ELECTION PURPOSES. 

The sanfe hare was chased by Mr. Lemass, 
He hinted that some of these pensions were 
due to the fact that there had been two 
general elections, and he considered that the 
extra seat won by the Government in Meath 
and the extra seat won by the Government 
in Dublin were not worth the cost to the 
nation. 

Mr. Lemass also had the curious idea that 
to give pensions to I.R.A. ex-members was 
‘“‘sullying its fair fame.” The majority of 
them, in his opinion, did not want pensions, 
and were not asking for. them. 

The Speaker pulled up Mr. Lemass, as he 
had pulled up Mr. Aiken, whe. they dis- 
played the usual Fianna Fail tendency to 
st-ay far afield; so when Mr. Briseoe rose 
to supplement their remarks that deputy ex- 
pressed a fear that the restriction would 
cramp his style. 


ARTFUL DEPUTIES. 

“I think,” said the Speaker, smilingly, 
“that Deputy Aiken and Deputy Lemass 
have done very well, and that you ought to 
be satisfied with the form of the debate.” 

Names and addresses were what Mr. 
Briscoe wanted, In fact, he wanted al] the 
particulars he could possibly get about the 
noble army of military reine If it 
was not going to turn up he appealed to the 
Independent deputies to vote against the 
supplementary estimate and avoid *‘ condon- 
sa irregularity.” 

e Minister for Defence said there was 
no secrecy whatever about the matter. The 
basis of pension was the rank and the period 
of active service, and there was a list of all 
pensioners up to a certain date Further 
information where possible would be given 
on application, but details of service were 
given confidentially by these men, and the 
Government did not intend to betray that 
confidence. 


NO SPIES IN SIX COUNTIES. 

Asked by a Fianna Fail deputy how much 
money was spent on secypt service agents in 
the Six Counties, the Minister replied: “I 
have no secret service agents ineidle the Six 
Counties.”’ 

“ And,” supplemented the Speaker, amid 
laughter, ‘‘he has none in this estimate.’’ 

he House was immensely tickled when 
Mr. Lemass asked if the Government was 
going to protect Fianna Fail from the Army 
pensioners. 

When the Speaker, very naturally, asked 
why protection was needed, he was told by 
Fianna Fail in chorus about a circular which 
haa been issued on the 7th March from the 
heedquarters of Cumann na nGaedheal, 5 
Painell square, Dublin, convening a meeting 
of Army pensioners at that address on the 
11th March. The circular- contained the 
Bae ‘Will we fight for our pensions? 
Vill we protect ourselves against the attacks 
of Fianna Fail deputies ?’’ 

MR. LEMASS’S FEAR. 

“Will the Minister assure us,” asked Mr. 
Lemass, with an appearance of intense 
anxiety, “that the delegates will be instructed 
to adopt constitutional methods ’’’ 

The-Heuse roared. And it laughed again 
or, at least, part of it did—when Mr. Des- 
mond Fitzgerald said : 

“Nobody knows better than the deputies 
ou the other side of the House that the 
word ‘fight’ is a rhetorical term.’’ 

_ At 4.15 a division was taken. which re- 
sulted in the vote being carried by 79 votes 
to 44. . 

The supplementary vote for the purchase cf 
coal was carried by 73 votes to 57, after Mr. 
McGilligan had laboured, without much suc- 
cess, to convince its opponents that every- 
thing possible had been done to assist the 
Irish coal mines while England’s difficulty 
was their opportunity. 

This disposed of the supplementary esti- 
mates which had appeared on the Order 
diaper for some three weeks, growing smaller 
by degrees and beautifully less as the House 
fought its way through them. 

A UNITED HOUSE. 

Remarkable unanimity was displayed by 
the House when the second stage of the Old 
Age Pensions Bill was reached. 

From the Labour benches Mr. Morrissey 
made a strong appeal to have the pensions 
restored to the original figure so far as blind 
persons were concerned, and this appeal was 
supported warmly by Fianna Fail, Inde- 
pendents and Government supporters. 

Mr. Blythe suggested that the question was 
one which deserved more consideration than 
it could get that evening. A bill in course of 
preparation gave a clearer definition of blind- 
ness than at present obtained, and would in- 
crease the number of blind persons eligible 
for the pension. 

e second reading was agreed to, and the 
adjournment of the House was announced. 

In accordance with a new arrangemerit, the 
House will not meet to-day, but will re- 
assemble at three o'clock on Tuesday next, 
instead of on Wednesday. Future Friday 
sittinga-“will.- begin at 10 20 -a.m. and end at 
~ p-m.—which seems to be a very sensible 
idea,

AT QUEEN’S DINNER. - 

NORTHERN PREMIER'S 
HOPES.

os PSB . BELFAST, Thursday. 
The Queen’s University Graduates’ Dinner, 
held to-might in the Great Hall of the Uni- 
versity, was attended by nearly 250 
graduates. The © ioe Chanealion (Dr. ba 
stone) presided, and the principal guesta were 
the Governor of Northern Ireland (the Duke 
of Abercorn), the Prime Minister (Viscount 
Craigavon), the Provost bf Trinity College, 
Dubtin (Dr. Gwynn), the President of Uni- 
versity College (Dr. Coffey), the Northern 
Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M. Pollock), 
the Lord Chief Justice of Northern Ireland 
{the Right Hon. William ES AR Minister 
of Education (Viscount Charlemont), the 
Speaker of the Northern House of Commons 
(the Right Hon.) Hugh ONeill). 
Professor J. A. Lindsay “proposed the toast 
of the Governor and the prosperity of 
Northern Ireland. He siaed to the part 


which the Duke and Duchess of Aber- 
corn were playing in all movements 
for the advancement of- the province. 
They were assured, he said, by” high 


authority that brighter days had come, and 
that the future was full of hope. They had 
established in Northern Ireland a primary 
education system which was equal to the best 
systems in other countries. It was already 
bearing far-reaching fruits, and still greater 
fruit was awaited. he University was 
making its contribution to the prosperity of 
Northern Ireland. They had with them 
several distinguished friends: ffom across the 
border, and they heartily. welcomed them. 
The prosperity which they hoped and an- 
ticipated for themselves they no less heartily 
hoped and anticipated for their visitors.

The Governor, in responding, remarked, 
amid laughter, that as Dr. Lindsay was his 
Physician-in-Ordinary, it was extremely good 
of him to propose ins health. 

SISTER UNIVERSITIES. 

Professor Henry proposed ‘‘ Our Guests.’’ 

He said that they offered a most fraternal 
welcome to the representatives of their sister 
Universities in Dublin. Trinity College, the 
oldest seat of higher education in Ireland, 
had a long and most distinguished career, 
and produced great statesmen and scholars. 
They wished Dr. Gwynn much success in the 
high office to which he was_ recently 
appointed. He was a great scholar and his 
name was known for his eminence in Irish. 
Dr. Gwynn was an administrator of wide 
experience, and, under his guidance, the 
destinies of Trinity College were perfectly 
safe. 
With regard to the National University, 
they were glad to see that their young fellow- 
countrymen were flocking into its walls, and 
anything which ‘touched its fortunes could not 
be without interest to them

The Provost of Trinity College (Ir. 
Gwynn) returned: thanks for the very cordial 
reception which had been given him ‘and the 
other guests. He said that he had spent all 
his life in colleges, and to him there was 
nothing more agreeable by way of a change 
than to visit otheb colleges. He paid a 
tribute to Dr. Livingstone, the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, whose great aetivity -on;. behalf of 
Queen’s University. he admired. The Uni- 
versity of Belfast was still in-the growing 
period, while ‘Trinity was settling down to 
middle life and old age. They in Trinity had 
watched the growth of Queen’s University 
with admiration and sympathy,~-and, he 
hould add, without jealousy, ag the oldest 
Iniversity. They felt that they had not lost 
by the rivalry. and competition of the two 
new efficient and strong competitors, and he 
sincerely wished that the prosperity which 
had so far marked -Queen’s University’s 
growth would continue. There was plenty of 
room for the three Universities, and there 
were new fields to be developed. He believed 
that each University would find its own 
characteristic development, and that one 
would not interfere with. the other. (Ap-

He wished every 
success and prosperity to the University of 
Belfast. aoe ices Ss 
' PRIME MINISTER’S TRIBUTE. 
The Prime Minister (Viscount -Craigavon) 
proposed the toast of “ Queen’s. University. ' 
He expressed his thanks for the assistance 
which. the University had given to the Go- 
verúment and the people of Ulster. The 
people were beginning to realise that Queen’s 
was not a Belfast University, but a Uni- 
versity for Ulster. The Government was 
gratified at the assistance given to the Uni- 
versity by the various County Councils. The 
University had the fullest possible sympathy 
of the Northern Government, whose aim and 
desire was that the best youth of Ulster 
should be able to proceed from the primary 
schools, step by step, until they were able to 
graduate at that-University.. (Applause.) It 
was their great hope that, as the. years 
went on, and the Education Act bore 
its fullest fruit. more of ‘the democracy 
of their province would complete their 
education within the walls of that 
University, and it would be the problem of 
the University and of the Government and 
all their people to find positions for those who 
pasesd through the University. 
The Vice-Chancellor (Dr. Livingstone), in 
responding, said that the Queen’s College was 
established with ninety-five students and three 
faculties; now there were eight faculties and 
twelve hundred students. In their Univer- 
sity work they wished the support of the 
public, not so much in regard to money as 
in appreciation of the University’s work, 
and the place which it occupied in the life 
of the community. They wished the people 
to realise that the University was a child of 
Ulster, and that it belonged Sg themselves. 
That support, he was’ certain, they would 
have, and they might take this dinner, 
with the presence of the Governor, the 
Prime Minister, and representatives of 
different sides of Ulster life, as well as so 
many of their graduates, as an earnest and 
sample of the community’s support.

£20,000 LOST IN IRISH 
TROUBLES.

NATURALISED RUSSIAN 
BOUND. OVER IN LONDON. 


Aaron Sayers (55), a Russian who had 
become naturalised as an Englishman, of no 
fixed wadress, was charged on remand at 
Bow street Police Court, London, with 
fraudulently incurring credit at Messrs. J. 
Lyons and Company s Gépét in the Strand. 

It had been previousiy stated that. Sayers 
had been in the habit of staying all day in 
varións tea shops. He was served with four 
or five meals a day, and was given as many 
bills.: Sometimes he paid the smallest one, 
but more offen he went out without paying 


anything. 

Mr, Laurence Vine, who defended, said 
that Sayers had been naturalised for 
twenty-five years, and lived in Ire- 
land until six months ago. He 


became prosperous there and owned property 
to the value of £20,000, but lost the whole 
of it during the Sinn Fein troubles. Since 
coming, to London he had been living in 
cheap lodgings, and had virtually no means 
of support. 

He was known in Ireland as a champion 
chess 
hours daily in playing chess at Messrs. Lyons’ 
shops. He was well connected, and five of 
his nephews were practising members of the 
medical profession. Relatives, who first knew 
of his plight from redding a newspaper 
account of this charge, had now come for- 
ward to look after him. 

Detective-Sergeant Ambrose said that 
Sayers told him on arrest that his people 
were highly connected, but that he would 
rather take his punishment than let them 
know that he was in trouble. 

Sayers was bound over, and ordered to pay 
£35 ós. costs.

AGREEMENT WITH IRISP 
BANKS. 


At the weekly. meeting of the Dublin 
Union Commissioners yesterday, the Clerk 
(Mr. J. P. Condon) reported that the bank 
debit balance amounted to £14,066 10s. 7d. 

He also reported that a communication had 
been received from the Department of Local 
Government and Public Health with regard 
to financial accommodation for focal 
authorities, in which it was stated that this 
question had been the subject of protracted 
negotiations “with the Erish Banks’ Standing 
Committee. It was pointed out that normally 
local authorities were eXpected so to arrange 
their finances as to have at the end “of the 
year sufficient funds to tide over the initial 
few weeks of the rating year before payment  ' 
of the rates conld be expected, without 
having recourse to overdraft accommodation 
from their bankers. Prior to the year 1921 
no statutory authority existed to enable the 
payment of interest for overdraft accommo- 
dation. 

The: Irish Banks’ Standing Committee, } 
it was added, had now agreed that, as from 
the Ist prox.; in cases where overdraft 
accommodation was...granted. with . the 
Minister’s sanction the normal rate of 
interest would. be one-half per cent. undef 
the existing. discount rate, subject to a 
minimum charge of four per cent., and that 
where debit and cvrettit balances. existed 
simultaneously “in any case the. credit 
balance would, within the limit of overdraft, 
be set off against it prior to assessment of 
interest. If the balance was in favour of 
the credit account; interest at the’ deposit 
rate would be allowed. on the difference, 
and this rate of interest would also apply 
to credit balances where there was no over- 
draft. The Committee, however, made the 
stipulation that this arrangement was not to 
be applied: in any case to more than two 
current accounts. 

In conclusion, it was stated that if, under 
an existing agreement which a council's 
local banker might be willing to continue, 
more favourable terms could be secured, it 
was not intended that such terms should be 
superseded, “but: in other cases it was con- 
sidered that the present arrangement should 
be. on the whole, regarded as acceptable. 
The communication was ‘‘ noted.”

From Our PARLAMBRNTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was given three 
interesting statements by the Prime Minister 
this afternoon. “ The Kepresentation of the 
People (Equal Franchtise) Bill is to be debated 
for the first time on Thursday, March 29. 
The Budget will be taken on Tuesday, April 
24. He also announced that he could not 
see his way to recéive a depatation on the 
subject of rubber restrictions and the inquiry 
by the Civil Research Committee. 

The Minister of Pensions also made a state- 
ment which will be of interest to many 
pensioners, A change in the method of 
paying war pensions will conte into operation 
next week, ‘The people affected would be 
those who are paid weekly through the 
post office, disabied men, widows and de- 
pendents Identity certificates, or “ring. 
papers” will be surrendered for cancellation, 
and. the. pensioners will receive a.book of 
orders, on presentation of which payments 
would be made every week, The new sysiem 
will be’ the same as that in operation for the 
payment of old-age pensions, and will effect 
a substantial reduction in admuistrative 


costs. 
COST OF THE NAVY. 

Mr, Bridgeman, the First Lord, took 
possession of fhe quarter-deck this evening, 
and kept it for an hour’and a quarter whilst 
he explained the Naval estimates to an 
interested House. The most important part 
of his speech, however, dealt not so much 
with the Naval programme for the coming 
year as with the events connected with the 
futile Conference on the Limitation of Arma- 
ments at Geneva. The estimates themselves, 
he said, totalled #£57,300,000, or approxi- 
mately £1,150,000 less than was spent on 
the Navy last year, It had been a very hard 
task to effect economies, but he was bound 
to point out that the sum asked for would 
ihave been considerabiy higher, but for the 
handsome contributions towards our Naval 
strength by the self-governing Dominions. 

Dealing with the building programme, the 
right hon. gertleman had to cast back te 
ha. when they found themselves faced with

od many people seemed to forget that wé 
were dependent for our very existence upon 
the free passage of the seas, and for that 
reason our contribution to disarmament was 
all the more remarkable. In July, 1914, we 
had 644 ships at the Armistice we had 
1,887, and now we had 405. The tonnage in 
July, 1914, was 2,276,000; at the Armistice it 
was 3,005,036, and now it was 1,529,000. 
Our. present Naval expenditure was 7 per 
cent. of the total Budget, instead of 24.5 
per cent., at which it stood before the war. 

THE GENEVA FAILURE. 

In regard to the recent Geneva Conference, 
Mr. Bridgeman said that we then made a 
proposal that the Class ‘‘A’’ Cruiser, of 10,000 
tons and 8-inch guns, should not exceed in 
number 13 for ourselves, 135 for the United 
States of America, and 8 for Japan. ‘The 
obstacle in the way of coming to an agree- 
ment on the cruiser question was _ that 
America wanted size rather than numbers, 
and we wanted numbers rather than size. 
The statement had been made on the other 


side of the Atlantic that we had 
put forward an unqualified demand for 
a total of 600 tons. That was 


quite a mistake. He considered that rather 
too much stress had been laid upon the rela- 
tion between the failure at Geneva and the 
American naval programme. From what he 
cou see, it did not appear to be verv much 
different from what they proposed at Géneva. 
He was not one of those who believed that 
the Geneva failure had done any real harm 
to the future possibilities of. obtaining very 
considerable limitations. At Geneva they 
found a good deal of common ground, and it 
was only upon the question of cruisers that 
there was any substantial difference of 
opinion. 
A MINISTRY OF DEFENCE. 

Mr, Ammon urged the necessity of co-ordi- 
nating the fighting services, and suggested 
the setting up of a Committte to examine 
the whole subject of a Ministry of Defence. 

Rear-Admiral Beamish was all for a 
strong Navv. The power of the League 
of Nations rested largely upon the efficiency 
of the British Navv, and the smaller States 
of the world would view with alarm any- 
thing tending to reduce the power of our 
Fleet, 

Commander Kenworthy, on the question 
of disarmament, suggested that the Foreign 
Secretary should go to Washington after the 
Presidential election, and explore the whole 
position. He would do more good in this 
way than by making continual journeys to 
Geneva. 

Mr. McNeill Weir moved an amendment, 
expressing the view that international peace 
could only be assured hy international agree- 
ment for a substantial all-round reduction 
in naval armaments, and urging the Govern- 
ment to take the initiftive in making pro- 
posals for the abolition of capital ships and 
submarines. k 

The Labour amendment was defeated by 
204 votes to 109, and the House went into 
Committee of Supply on the Navy Votes.

Mr. Beattie added that he had just come 
from a mass meeting of unemployed workers 
who desired work and could not get it. He 
thought that the Prime Minister should 
sacrifice some of his salary upon any decora- 
tion or alterations required for his own con- 
venience. He moved a reduction of £1,000 
in the vote. ; 

PRIME MINISTER'S REPLY. 

The Prime Minister said that there was a 
great deal of misunderstanding. When. the 
Act of 1920 was first introduced there was a 
clause in the original draft that Northern 
Ireland and Southern Ireland should get a 
milion pounds to provide Parliament houses 
and administrative buildings. When the 
matter was gone into he pointed out to the 
British Cabinet that, owing to the high cost 
of building, Northern Ireland -might be 
placed in a serious position compared with 
Southern Ireland, which had Government 
offices and administrative offices in existence. 
The Cabinet then agreed to provide the neces- 
sary buildings and equip them. 

“ I am only a passing resident of Stormont 
Castle,’’ he proceeded. He and his colleagues 
were only concerned in maintaining the 
dignity of Northern Ireland. They had many 
distinguished visitors from various parts of 
the Empire, and they were extremely desirous 
of keeping up the honour and dignity of the 
place. If the House relieved him of the re- 
sponsibility, he and his family would much 
prefer to live in a cottage, free from all 
responsibility. 

When the British Government purchased 
Stormont Estate as a site for the new 


Parliament House they courteously and 
generously said that, so far as 
Stormont Castle was concerned, they 
would hand it over to the Northern 


Government as a residence for the Péejme 
Minister, and agreed to put it into proper 
living condition. It was found that the 
heating system was in a dangerous condition, 
and the Office of Works advised its replace- 
ment by a modern system, more economical 
to maintain. The electric lighting insulation 
was also condemned, and it was decided to 
have these works done, and the place re- 
decorated. The British Government had 
agreed to give a sum of £10,000 for carrying 
out repairs and renewals, but it was not yet 
known if this amount would cover all the 
items. It was the desire of the Government 
and himself to keep down expenditure as 
much as possible. 
TOO EXPENSIVE. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that he was as 
anxious as anyone else that Ulster should -be 
able to keep up its head, but: it should not 
be to the detriment of the taxpayers either 
of Northern Ireland or Great Britain. Their 
Cabinet and Prime Minister were too 
expensive for such a small community. 

Mr. Collins (Nationalist) pointed out that 
under the 1920 Act they were precluded from 
having any direct relations with foreign 
countries or the Dominions, and he could not 
see why they should be so ‘anxious to main- 
tain dignity with people with whom they 
could have no relations. 

IN A BAD WAY. 

Mr. W, McMullan (Lab.) said that he 
could not understand why, after the Prime 
Minister had been paid a' proper remunera- 
tion, he should not be asked to carry out 
the ordinary duties of a householder in the 
way of paying rates, taxes, lighting, etc. 

AMENDMENT DEFEATED. 

The amendment was defeated by 21 votes to 
9, and the vote passed.

PISFIGURED STREETS. 


At» the meeting of the Dublin Publicity 
Club yesterday in Jury's Hotel, Mr. Waldron 
Rose presiding, 

' Mr. Horace T. O'Rourke, Dublin City 
Architect, delivered an address on controlled 
advertising, the object of which was to bring 
before them the requirements of civic amenity 
as applied to public advertising. . 

In taese days, when the _ voice of the 
publicity agent is lord of the land, said My. 
O'Rourke, it savours of rank heresy to expr: 
doubts upon the exaggerated claims which are 
made on behalf of unrestricted advertising. 
No. thoughtful person would dispute tha 
advertisements in newspapers and periodia|. 
were of the highest utility. Competition in 
the world of to-day was the main incentive to 
fruitful exertion; but when the effort ty 
catch the eye of the passer-by in the interests 
of some particular enterprise was an infringe- 
ment of the ordinary rights of a citizen and 
his peaceful enjoyment of whatever 
pleasant in public places, then the case for 
interference reasonably arises. 

THE TOLL OF ARCHITECTURE. 

The modern publicity craze had taken a 
heavy toll of architecture. Buildings, in tlic 
estimation of the advertiser, would seem t 
be merely backgrounds for signs and posters 
by day, and illuminated vulgarities by nigh: 
The greater commercial minds of our time 
have, he ‘said, come to perceive that 
can be of assistance to commerce, and there 
was hope that they would also come to pe 
ceive that the desecration of town prospect 
by flaring advertisements diminished 
b-cause of the antagonism and resentm 
excited by publicity practised as an offer 
instead of being applied as an art. A new 
form of: public blister was becoming commo 
wherebv.an.owner of a blank gabie-end at 
ia c‘reet corner offends against public 
amenity and utilises his possession as a 
source of miserable revenue. These indiv 
duals have no sense of city decency, and 
they were hurrying on the time when strin 
gent by-laws would be enforced against ac 
ver- sing of a much more legitimate 
standard. 

“ Ms plea,” said Mr. O'Rourke, “ is for 
the recognition of the right of every citizen 
to be free from molestation in the enjoyment 
of sfreet scenes, and I indict these defacers 
for misappropriating the outcome of improve 
ments effected at the cost of the com 
munity.” 

It was, he continued, a strange paradox 
that, while organised defacement was pe! 
mitted in a city, at the same time tax- 
payers and ratepayers had to contribute large 
sums towards the upkeep of art galleries and 
similar institutions for the enlightenment o! 
the same citizens in matters of art. 

MARRING THE HIGHWAYS. 

“We are busily asking tourists to vis! 
the scenic charms of our land, and, at th: 
same time, allowing the public highways | 
be marred with hideous field signs that 
not even kept in decent repair,” said M 
O'Rourke. 

Mr. O'Rourke said that he had to say 
something about the railways and tramways, 
the house agents and the cinema proprietors. 
fhe only concern that he had with the 
former was the manner in which they allowed 
their city termini, which were artistic build 
ings, to be mauled by advertising’towards tlre 
street fronts and prncipal apporaches, ‘lhe 
Tramways Company were in the same cate- 
gory with their rolling stock. House agents 
displayed big notices across vacant build- 
ings, while the cinema proprietors were 
beyond curative treatment, and they cared 
nothimg for public taste or morals. Ali 
these people were unwittingly doing their 
utmost to arouse public opinion to a sense 
of resentment that would eventually result 1 
drastic legislation to protect their city and 
suburban amenities trom the devastation 

MUNICIPAL ANVERTISING. 


A new province in advertising which ¥ 
deserve careful attention in the immediate 
future was community or municipal advertis- 
ing. Assuming that they had got to the 
stage that public funds might be so applied, 


he saw no reason why Dublin should not be 
advertised, for a city was in its essence one 
great business. Regarded from its munéei 
aspect; Dublin was a capitalised enterprise 
of one and-a-half millions, which equalled an 
investment of £4 6s. per head of the ie. 
tion and a debt per head of only £10, or a 
total debt of a little over £3,000,000, whereas 
the City of Bristol with an almost similar 
population has a debt of £9,000, The 
expenditure on municipal advertising in Dub- 
lin for the financial year ending 3lst October, 
1927, was ouly £1,120. If Dublin wished to 
have more factories, wanted to extend its ex- 
port trade and reduce its toll of unemploy- 
ment it would ha.e to suit its pace to condi- 
tions elsewhere, and recognise that the com- 
petitive element existed between cities just 
as it did between businesses. Dublin might 
have a separate and expertly equipped 
municipal department cnarged with making 
known across the Channel in suitable manner 
its immense commercial potentialities. A part 
of this duty would be vo seek firms looking 
out for better locations of their. works and 
new enterprises capable of absorbing a part 
of Dublin’s idle labour. 

Dealing with pictorial illustration, M 
O'Rourke said that. it should be a matter of 
pleasure to everybody that popular art trade 
posters were becoming really decorative. He 
strongly objected to huge hoardings thirty « 
forty feet high, to the plastering of any 
portion of buildings with posters. Lettering 
and hanging signs on baildines were neces 
sary, but there was no necessity why they 
should be of such a character as to deface the 
most beautiful building. 

THE MARCH OF DISFIGUREMENT. 

On the question of control of advertising 
Mr. O'Rourke said that billposters and others 
took advantage of public expenditure for the 
Own individual benefit. The campaign for 
gleaner Dublin had achieved much. but it 
would not give them a less disfigured city. 

““It is my belief.” he concluded, “that 
when this form of advertising is controlled 
many of the advertisements will be transferred 
to the columns of the newspapers, which is 
the proper place for them, and where they do 
some good to many people and no harm to 
anybody.’’

The Court of the Irish Railway ‘Tribunal, 
gousisting of Judge O'Brien (Chairman) and 
Messrs. John FB. Kert and Henry Mangan, 
sat yesterday in the City Hall, Dublin, to 
determine the proportion of gross revenue 
from charges as between merchandise train 
traffic and passenger train traffic onthe Great 
Southern Railways and to allocate such re- 
yenue. 

Mr, E. J. Phelps, K.C., and Mr B. J. 
Kelly (instructed by the solicitor to the eom- 
pany) appeared for the Great Southern Rail- 
ways Company. Mr. J. Ingram: represented 
the Free State Department of Industry and 
{‘ommerce., Mr. R. W. F. Manning and Mr, 
Marshall appeared for Messrs. A. Guinness, 
Son and Co., Ltd. Mr. E. W. Selfe repre- 
sented the Irish Railway Traders’ Committee. 

Mr. P. McNulty was present on behalf of 
the Free State Department of Agriculture, 

AGREEMENT WITH TRAMWAY 
COMPANY. 

Mr. Kelly said that im the matter of the 
acreement which it was proposed to enter 
into between the*company and the Dublin 
United Tramway Company he wished to ask 
for a direction as to further procedure.- This 
screement was within the terms of a section 
of the Railways Act of 1924, and consequently 
should be approved by the Tribunal before 
peing executed. 

The Tribunal directed that notice of the 
intention of the- companies entering into an 
agreement be advertised in each of the two 
Dublin morning newspapers for a fortnight. 

Mr. Phelps said that the total earnings cf 
the Great Southern Ratlways Company were 
£4.153,000, £1,610,000 of which was from 
passenger traffic, and if the Tribunal de- 
clavred that the revenue from the passenger 
trafic should be estimated at about 
£2,000.000 the complete’ standard revenue 
would be jeopardised. 

THE PREFERENCE DIVIDENDS. 

‘the result of some of the suggestions put 
jeyward would be that there would be an 
encroachment on the Preference dividends, 
and that was a position which the Act ol 
Yarliament would not allow. The company 
had submitted its estimates, which had beep 
revised, and now it appeared that the main 
objection came from the Ministry of Agricul. 
ture, Ww hich declared that the company’s 
figures threw the outs on the cattle industry. 

Mr. Phelps, continuing, said that, as 
regards passenger traffic, the estimate sub- 
mitted by the railways company was too 


‘optimistic, judging by their’experiences.of the 
ilast few months. 


The difference between 1923 
and 1927 was this—that in July, 1923,«there 


‘were 8.578 private motor cars registered in 


the Free State; in July, 1925, there were 
16.211; in July, 1926, there were 19,848; 
and in September, 1927, there were 22,450. 
And that increase was going on, and it 
did not include “buses at all. In the face 
of all -that, and in face of the facts and 
the experiences of the last few months, 
they were still told that their estimates 
were too low. He thought that, far from 
their being too low, the chances, of their 
being obtained were by no means what they 
were when the estimates were made. f 
the company was to be put into a- position 
to uphold and maintain its services and to 
keep ‘the company in a proper position, 
having regard to its character and the im- 
portanee of its trade, the ‘ribunal would 
not ask the company to trade in a bankrupt 
condition. . 
CREDIT AND’ TRADE. 

The credit and trade of this company had 
w very big bearing on the credit and trade 
of the country. ‘They recognised that the 
traders were their friends and customers ; 
but if the company was, going to be placed 
in a position that it could only carry on 
with depreciated credit, depreciated services 
and depreciated line, then it was not only 
the credit of the company that was going 
to suffer—it was the credit of the country. 

Mr. J. Ingram (Free State Department of 
Jndustry and Commerce) said that he would 
not debate the question of law; but there 
were other statements, or, father, assump- 
tions, made by Mr. Phelps that he weáid 
like to have some light thrown upon. They 
would remember that on the concluding day 
oí the last sitting he asked a question with 
reference to the £4,153,000, a 
vet an answer on the matter. Myr. Phelps 
had assumed all along that that sum of 
£4.153,000 was fixed as the amount to be 
produced, and not as the amount to be aimed 
at. He raised that question, and he was 
still in doubt as to what the decision of 
the Tribunal was on the matter. Then time 
after time Mr. Phelps referred to the claims 
pat forward that the estimates for pas- 
senger traffic put in by the company ‘were 
too low. Well, be (Mr. Ingram) could say 
for himself that he never made that claim, 
and he did not remember it ‘having. been 
made by anybody else. 

In the Minister’s opinion, the proportion 
in which goods train traffic and passenger 
train traffic contributed to the standard 
revenue had an important bearing upon the 
subject. ‘Lhe figures put forward were— 
Goods train traffic 52.29 per cent. and pas- 
senger train traffie 47.71 per cent. 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 

It was the opinion of the Department which 
he represented that not. only would goods 
train traffic on the company’s proposals be 
called upon to bear an unreasonable propor- 
tion of the amount to be raised, but that 
passenger train traffic was not contributing 
tu-day a fair proportion to the net revenue 
of the company. As compared with 
pre-war ratés, goods traffic had suffered 
higher inereases than passenger traffic. 
The figures -were:—Goods train traffic 
about 125 per cent. over 19. and pas- 
senger train traffic 75 per cent, over 1913. 
If the company’s proposals were accepted, 
that position would be accentuated. He sug- 
gested that the proper thing was to take 
the amount of goods traffic in the base year, 
and to apply that, not with the £4,163,000, 
but to the £4,299,410. That was the amount 
which the standard charges would have to 
vield if the company were to obtain their 
full standard revenue. 

Mr. Phelps said that they were very 
much obliged to Mr. Ingram, because it put 
them in a position now to meet a definite 
case, 

Mr.. EF. W. Selfe, Irish: Railway Traders’ 
Committee, said that it was too much to 
expect £2,543,000 from goods traffic. Only 
hy decreasing their charges could the com- 
pany get back the goods train traffic they 


had lost. 
MR. M. F. KEOGH. 

Mr. M. F. Keogh, General Manager, Great 
Southern Railways Company, giving evidence, 
said that a reduction.in the passenger train 
expenses already had been phovided for in 
settling the expenditure side of the account. 
He did not think that it would be practicable 
to reduce passenger train traflie expenses 
more than had been contemplated in the 
estimates.

A spread-over of ten hours a day will 
be put into operation in those cases where 
the men can be booked off and free from 
duty for the period in excess of the 
rostered day. 

Also, where circumstances render it 
necessary and it can be shown that 
further economy would acerue, the spread- 
over may be extended to a maximum of 
twelve hours a day.

‘ ACUTE DIFFERENCES OF

Mr. H. Hunt, for the Associated Railway 
Companies, said that if the application were 
granted the results would be reflected on the 
industrial life of the country, and it would be 
shown whether the railways could be restored 
to their pre-war usefulness or not. The ap- 
plication: was, perhaps, one of the most im- 
4 that had ever come before the Wages 

ard, because it had hitherto been recog- 
nised that the drivers and firemen. occupied 
an unique and interesting position in the 
railway service. á 

In making these proposals the companies 
did not in any way depart from their hitherto 
recognised: appreciation of the work, the 
difficulties oF the work, and the necessary 
training for that work which these men had 
had to undergo, nor did they seek in any 
way to belittle their importance. They only 
came to’ the Board because the necessity de- 
manded it. There was no such thing in the 
minds of the railway companies as that wages 
should be “' cut,” or that facilities should be 
withdrawn for the mere sake of cutting wages 
or withdrawing facilities; and if these pro- 
posals had been put forward on any other 
ground than that of strict necessity to help 
the conditions of the railway companies he 
should ‘not be there as-their advocate, nor 
would he urge the reducing of wages, except 
for the purpose of helping to maintain the 
employment of men in the service of the 
companies. 

NECESSARY PROPOSALS. 

Mr. Hunt went on to say that the pro- 
posals were really necessary, and as much 
in the interest of the men themselves as of the 
companies and the community at large. There 
must be some modification of the wages und 
conditons of service if the railway companies 
were to continue properly to fulfil their func- 
tions, The proposals had been submitted to 
the Central Wages Board, but no agreement 
could be arrived at, and they wére compelled 
to come before that Board. He was happy 
to say that, although between the railway 
companies and the unions there was on these 
proposals acute differences of opinion, they

the Board was evidence that, although they 
could not compose their differences by them- 
selves, they had confidence in the im- 
partiality of the Board, and so far as the 
railway companies were concerned, he wished 
to make it quite clear that they would accept 
its decisions and faithfully carry them out. 

“This feeling, which I believe is mutual, 
I venture to say, augurs well, not only for a 
successful meeting here, but for the ultimate 
prosperity of the railways and their employés 
in this country,” said Mr. Hunt. 

Proceeding, he pointed out that they 
recognised the importance of this application, 
and that it might meet with a most vigorots 
opposition from the unions, which was in 
accord with human nature. 

CONSIDERATIONS. 

In putting forward the proposals, the com- 
panies nad been largely influenced by certain 
considerations. One was the really weak and 
unsettled financial condition of the railway 
companies, which demanded that some effort 
should be made by all concerned in the 
industry to place the industry on a sound 
basis, by which he meant not merely its 
capacity to pay the barest working expenses, 
but to enable ordinary depreciation to be 
provided for on business-like lines and 
development of its activities, 

The traftic receipts for the year, so far as 
the two larger companies were concerned, 
compared most unfavourably with last year. 
In the case of the Great Southern Railways 
the loss on revenue compared with last year 
was £19,726, and they might take it that the 
loss was similar on all other companies. It 
was useless to anticipate any very great im- 
mediate alteration for the, betterment, nor 
would it be wise, even at the risk of eing 
called pessimistic, to prophesy @ materi 
benefit for some time to come. 

Referring to pre-war pay of engine-drivers, 
he said that on one or two of the larger lines 
the maximum pay of drivers was 8s. 6d. a 
day, or 51s. a week. Other drivers were paid 
from 6s. to 6s. 6d. a day. ‘To-day, as from 
1922, the pay, irrespective of class or the 
im ce of the work, rose to 15s. a day 
and 12s. for firemen. No department of the 
railway servite was proving so costly to main- 
tain and work comparatively with the pre- 
war costs as that of the locomotive depart- 
ment, While he could not properly compare

got the gross receipts for the 1928 working 
so far, and he regretted that the tendency to 
reduction under passenger train traflic head- 
ing still continued, showing a reduction of

RATES.

the wages of the drivers and firemen and 
cleaners to-day with any corresponding figure 
applicablé to all companies in pre-war, it was 
possible to give the figures for wages and fuel 
in a ective sense. 
WAGES COMPARISON. 
In 1913 the wages paid on the Great 
Southern, the Great Northern, the N.C.C, 
and County’ Down Railways was £206,679; 
in 1927 the amount was £673,126, which 
represented an increase of per cent., the 
mileage run being 3,548,013 miles less. 
_ Having shown the increase in the competi- 
tion of motor "buses, Mr. Hunt said that the 
railway eompanies could not continue, with 
reasonable oe of success, without the co- 
partnership of the men, and without their 
sacrificing something of the high wages they 
obtained under conditions and circumstances 
which, at the time, were more favourable to 
the companies than they were to-day. It was | 
impossible to forecast to what extent motor 
competition would go. Men responsible for 
running vehicles on busy and dangerous 
roads received far less than the railway 
driver occupied in the simplest duties of 
engine manipulation. The existing agree- 
ment for enginemen was the most perfect 
agreement, from the men’s point of view, 
that could possibly have Seen devised. Every 
fireman in the country, on the basis of 
average, actually received more than the 
maximum standard laid down for that grade. 
ENGLISH RATES. 

The rates of pay in England had, since 
1922, dropped to what were ‘regarded as 
basic rates in England. The rates now paid 
in Ireland were the same as were paid in 
England; but if in 1922 it was reasonable 
that the rates in Ireland should be less than 
those in England, it seemed difficult to 
understand, with the worsening conditions 
here, why the rates in Ireland to-day should 
not be less than those in England to-day. 

The companies submitted for the considera- 
tion of the Board the actual earnings of the 
men involved, the circumstances of the pre- 
viously existing difference between English 
rates and Trish rates, and suggested that 
they formed additional arguments for the 
proposals that the standard rates should be 
subject to a reduction of 1s. per day. 


and firemen engaged on shunting engines 
and on minor branch lines, as defined on the 
agenda, should be paid a maximum of 12s. 
per day in the case of drivers and Qs. 6d. 
in the case of firemen, Mr. Hunt said that 
the companies believed that the enginemen 
should be reasonably classified according to 
the duties they were called upon to perform, 
The companies were not, at any time, 
desirous of unnecessarily reducing wages. 
They realised the good work their men had 
done, and believed they would continue to 
do, whatever their wages might be. As 
long as the present status of the railways 
remaine’, the general principle must apply 
that the amount of wages must be limited 
by the financial capacity of th» company. 
Prior to 1919 it was the practice of all Irish 
railway companies to pay their drivers and 
firemen according to the importance and 
the responsibility of the work they had to 
perform. 

DIFFERENT CLASSES OF DRIVERS. 

In the case of some companics there were 
as many as five or six diffévent classes: of 
drivers, with corresponding rates of pay. 
Under the present system each man, quite 
independently of his work, automatically 
rose, year by year, to a standard rate of 
pay, and, having reached that maximum pay, 
he was to draw it wholly irrespective of the 
work he performed. From the companies’ 
point of view it was a wrong system. ' It 
was extremely costly, and removed all in- 
centive from a man who knew that, as long 
a; he avoided actual dismissal, he 
automatically went to the highest 
rank he could attain in his. grade. 
It must cause discontent among the men. In 
the matter of shunting engines, higher wages 
were paid to-day in Ireland than in England. 


MILEAGE. 

On the question of mileage, in which the 
companies proposed that the number of miles 
should be increased from 120 to 150 miles 
before the enhanced rate was paid, Mr. Hunt 
said that the present arrangement had the 
effect of unduly inflating the drivers’ wages. 
He could quote cases of a driver receiving 
£8 lls. 7d. per week, instead of the standard 
90s., and the average of all men on the three 
companies affected for drivers working on 
long distance trains was : 

Great Southern, £5 6s. 8d. ; 

Great Northern, £6 7s. 2d.; and 

Northern Counties; £5 1s. Od. 

In England they had 140 miles as a dis- 
tance before mileage scale operates, ‘vhereis 
in Ireland they were working on a basis of 
120. Having regard to the material 
difference in running in Ireland to what it 
was in Enlgand by the absence of big in- 
dustrial areas, complicated junctions aad 1»- 
numerable signals here, the adoption of 350 
miles here would be reasonable. ‘hey had 
to-day forty-nine turns of duty which were 
paid on the mileage basis. 

If the proposal of the companies were 
adopted this number would be reduced by 
thirty-one, although the railway companies 
did not ask that any alteration should be 
made on the standard principle of an eight 
hours day, the enforcement of which re- 
sulted in a number of extra men being em- 
ployed. Probably the eight hours day was 
proving more costly in the case of the engine- 
men than in any other grade. If the com- 
panies’ proposals were agreed to the engine- 
men would be considerably better off than 
they were in 1913. 


EFFECT OF THE PROPSALS, 


WOULD YIELD THE COMPANY 
£62,842. 


Mr. Squance (Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen) asked Mr. Hunt was it strictly 
correct to state that the proposal was made 
because of loss of traffic and revenue,only 1 

Mr. Hunt said that the claim was sub- 
mitted because the companies were desirous 
of affeéting every saving they possibly could 
in order to put their undertaking on a sound 
financia! basis. 

Asked vy Mr. Squance if, when conditions 
permitted,, would the companies pay the pre- 
sent rates, Mr. Hunt replied: ‘‘ Well, I will 
not be here, so I cannot answer." (Laughter.) 

To a member of the Court, Mr. Hunt 
said with regard to mileage distances, the 
saving, if their p ls were accepted, 
would be about £2; per annum. hat 
was not a big sum, but by an aggregation 
of these sums they hoped to achieve some- 
thing. They had no ulterior motive behind 
the proposals which, if agreed to, would yield 
the company £62,842. 

Answering further questions, 

Mr. Hunt said that that would still leave 
a deficiency ; but they had very strong hope 
in Ireland that things would not be as bad 
as they had been,

Mr. Hunt did so. 

Mr. Gore asked Mr. Hunt if the prosperity 
of the country would be helped by driving 
the railway men into a condition of discon- 
tent?

Is it not possible to have such a case? 

Mr. Hunt—Yes. 

The eight-years man driving a shunting 
engine would only get a “cut " of 6s.

ROOM FOR ACCOMMODATION. 


A driver who is a ninth year man with 90s.

PREVIOUS. NEGOTIATIONS. 

Mr. Squance, for the locomotive men, said 
that he did not agree that the men that he 
represented had made no sacrifice towards 
the solving of the problem. He hoped that 
that would be the last occasion for some time 
on which an application would again be made 
by the railway companies. He was amazed 
at, the number of times the railway companies 
had tried to get financial relief. Since de- 
control of the railways there were eight 
occasions on which negotiations were con- 
ducted, and two Railway Commissions, and he 
presumed that the companies thought that, 
as the continual dropping of water wore away 
the stone, if they applied often enough for 
reliet they would eventually get what they 
wanted, 

Referring to the proposal of 1s. reduction. 
he said that that meant not a reduction of 
6s. in the week, but 7s. 3d., in the case of 
men called out to a special train after doing 
their six days’ term. 

The proposals, he contended, would intro- 
duce discontent among the workers. 

Dealing with the rates of pay to firemen of 
ten vears’ service, who were given the mini- 
mum wage of a driver, though he was still # 
fireman, the proposals would cut out that 
principle. With regard to the proposals ne 
mileage and roster, he said that actually they 
would result in loss of wages, which would be 
rauch heavier than what appeared on the 
surface, and instead of being better off than 
ii; 1913 the men would he worse off, and even 
worse off than many skilled Irish workers. 


THE MEN'S TASK. 


When they considered the high speed of 
trains and their increased weight, and that on 
these men’s alertness depended the safety of 
the travelling public, he did not think it just 
or fair that these were the men to be picked 
out, and their standard of wages sought to be 
forced down. These men were subjected to 
the strictest medical examinations both before 
and during service, prior to promotion, and 
after sickness or accident. 

The Board adjourned till 11 o’clock this 
morning.

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DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 
STREET TRADERS AGAIN. 


MOORE STREET A PUBLIC 
MARKET. 
(BEFORE MR. LITTLE.) 


A number of street traders in Moore street 
were summoned for throwing vegetable 
rubbish on the roadway. One or two were 
also summoned for trading there without 
having stall-holders’ licences. 

The Justice announced that he held that 
in Moore street a public market was estab- 
lished from time immemorial, and the recent 
Street Trading Act could not “do away 
with ” the existing right of the people to 
carry on business there. He qualified his 
expression of opinion by saying that in no 
other street in Dublin was there that right 
to trade in a public open market. But when 
people exercised their right to use the street 
as a public market established by custom, 
they could not throw rubbish about. He dis- 
missed the’ summonses for trading without a 
licence and imposed fines of 3s. on the others. 


ADULTERATED WHISKEY. 
Andrew Ryan, publican, Portland row, 
North, was summoned by Food and Drugs 
Inspector Egan. Dublin Corporation, for sell- 
ing him a half pint of whiskey which on 
analysis was found to be adulterated with 
5.1 per cent. of water. 
The Justice dismissed the case on the de- 
fendant’s paying 10s. into the poor box, 


JAIL FOR A ROWDY.

Frank Kenny, a printer and ex-soldier, was 
charged with disorderly conduct at Eden 
quay on Wednesday night, and also with 
resisting arrest and assaulting Guards Lane 
and Addie.
